Appeals of Minister and Sheriff Un- 
heeded—Two Murderers of Hodges 
Family Had Been Sentenced 
to Death. 


STATESBOROUGH, Ga., Aug. 16.—Paul 
Reed and Will Cato, the two negroes con- 
victed and sentenced to hang for the mur- 
der of the Hodges family three weeks ago, 
were half dragged and half carried to a spot 
two miles from town this afternoon, and 


there burned at the stake. 

They were snatched from the very arms 
of the law, although there was a strong 
guard of soldiery about the prison in which 
they were confined. The lynchers overpow- 
ered the soldiers, who had received or- 
ders not to load their rifles, and then 
worked their will upon the negroes without 
hindrance. 

The forenoon passed quietly, the trial of 
Paul Reed, the ringleader in the murder, 
having been concluded and a verdict of 
guilty rendered. Both he and Will Cato, 
found guilty yesterday, had been sentenced 
to hang Sept, 9. 

The crowd assembled about the Court 
#iouse was not as large as yesterday, nor 
was it so threatening, though for that mat- 
ter there was never much parade, the coun- 
trymen always being quiet. 

In the trial of Reed little delay had been 
caused, and on its conclusion the prisoners, 
as before, were hustled into the witness 
room, where a strong guard of military was 
mounted over them. In the corridors the 
agitation began. The spectators left the 


courtroom and from the lawn outside many 
entered the hallways. 

Capt. Hitch of the Oglethorpe Light In- 
fantry, who was in command of the forces, 
realized that the situation was desperate. 
He posted guards on each of the stairways 
that led te the floor above, where the pris- 
oners were confined. With fixed bayonets 
but unloaded rifles the guards stood. The 
mob surged toward them, but its members 
Were repulsed several times. The deter- 
mined effort was yet to be made. 

At the rear stairway the gravest danger 
threatened. Prominent men, among them 
the Rev. Mr.* Hodges, brother of the mur- 
dered man, sprang to the front to address 
the crowd, as did also the Sheriff, in 
whose custody the prisoners were. They 
begged the mob to disperse, to no avail. A 
commotion at the front drew the crowd 
there. Presently they were back at the 
rear, and some twenty-five men crowded 
around the guards. Before they could be 
prevented they had caught two of the 
guards, wrested their weapons from them, 
and thrown open the breechblocks. ,The 
weapons were empty. That was what the 
crowd wanted to ascertain. 


Soldiers Disarmed by Mob. 


The captured soldiers were held prison- 
ers. The same policy was followed wit 
others of the prisoners. Man after man 
caught isclated, was relieved of his rifle 
after a struggle. 

One young soldier of 
Guards never surrendered. 
way free and out upon the lawn. 
was raised to strike him. 

**Shame!’”’ shouted the crowd and struck 
down the man who threatened. 

The small guard about the prisoners with- 
drew into the room and closed the door. 
The mob crashed against it, bursting it as 
though it were an eggshell. The prisoners 
were at their mercy, all resistance having 
been beaten down. Cato, Reed, Handy, 
Bell, and the other prisoners cowered be- 
fore the crowd. The mob dragged Cato and 
Reéd out, releasing Bell into the hands of 
the few soldiers left as soon as they learned 
that-he was not Reed. 

By this tme the crowd numbered five 
hundred. The doomed men were dragged, 
the crowa shouting and cheering, along the 
roadway leading to the Hodges homestead, 
where the five members of the family 
had been murdered and burned. 

The heat was so intense that the crowd 
wearied when two miles of the six-mile 
route had been traversed. Going 175 Yards 
from the road the crowd halted. The two 
Negroes were made to seat themselves 
on a log. They were told they had but a

Reed was the first to speak. He con- 
fessed, implicating other negroes, as he 
had in the courtroom. He denied, however, 
that he had taken an active part in the 
murder. Cato answered incoherently. The 
crowd moved across a field to a strip of 
woodland. Several men climbed to branches 
@nd called for ropes. 

“Burn them! Burn them!” shouted the 
crowd. 

Cato begged to be shot or hanged, say- 
ing he was innocent; that he had had no 
part in the crime. Some of the more 
humane wanted to grant his request, but 
they were in the minority. The rest wanted 
to Visit’ the same death upon the negroes 
that they had visited upon the Hodges fam- 
ily. 

A member of the mob made a speech re- 
counting the horrors of the crime. This in- 
flamed the crowd to the burning pitch. To 
a large stump twelve feet high the men 
were fastened with trace chains. 

A wagon load of pine wood was hauled 
to the spot. It was piled around the men, 
and ten gallons of kerosene were thrown 
over them.

A large number remained behind, however, 
piling more fuel on until both bodies were 
burned except the trunks. Others employed 
themselves in thrashing out the fire, which 
commenced spreading along the dry streaks 
of pine needles. 

Public sentiment condemns the lynching, 
in view of the fact that both Cato and Reed 
had been found guilty and would have been 
hanged. There will, in all probability, be 
an investigation to discover why the mc-n- 
bers of the militia did not offer more de- 
termined resistance. In fact, Gov. Terrel 
will order a thorough investigation of the 
lynching, and every effort will be made 
to bring to justice the leaders of the mob, 
despite the fact that it is said that the 
best people of Bullock County, in which 
Statesboro is situated, composed the crowd 
that burned the negroes. 

Catv and Reed before death confessed 
to the existence of an organization of ne- 
groes in Bullock County whose object was 
to burn and murder the whites. 

Three weeks ago the Hodges family, 
father, wife, and three children, were mur- 
dered, their bodies thrown in their home 
and a match set ty it. The confession of 
the two negroes implicates thirteen others, 
who are said to be members of the gang. 
Owing to the lynching the trial of others 
will likely take place ‘n another county. 
The mob is believed to have spent its fury, 
and with five hundred militia on the’scene 
no fear is now felt for the other negroes in 
jail. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Aug. 16.—To-night all 
the Savannah troops returned from States- 
borough, a number bearing bruises. Capt. 
Robert M. Hitch would make no statement, 
stating that he would report to the proper 
authorities. The soldiers accuse the Deputy 
Sheriffs of collusion with the lynchers. 
Many of them declare that the deputies, 
who had been free to pass among them, 
seized them unexpectedly and helped disarm 
them.

GREENWICH, Conn., Aug. 16.—An auto- 
mobilist whose name the Public Prosecutor, 
Senator James F. Walsh, refuses to divulge 
was held up at Sound Beach by a farmer of 
that section -who was going to the Stam- 
ford market.

BUILDING STRIKES HIT 
FORTY THOUSAND MEN 


a UR an 
Trades Aliiance Makes Good the 


Threat to Call Ccniracts. 


WAGE LOSS SO FAR $720,000 


Employers Cannot Estimate Their 
Losses Yet—More Men to Quit 
Work Next Monday. 


The attitude of both the Building Trades 
Association and the Building 
indicated that 


Employers’ 
Trades Alliance yesterday 
there was little chance of a compromise in 
the present building trades war. More 
strikes were ordered by the ‘Alliance, and 


an additional union, the Marble and Mosaic 
Enamel Workers’ Association, which has @ 
membership of 500, was locked out. 

In all, there are about 30,000 men direct- 
ly involved now in the strikes and lock-out. 
This does not give any idea, however, of 
the far-reaching effect of the struggle, for 
by this time many men in other trades 
have been thrown idle for an indefinite 
period. The paperhangers, decorators, paint- 
ers, and workmen in a number of other 
special crafts go to work after the plaster- 
ers, who have been locked out, have fin- 
ished, and it is said that many of these 
are idle now who but for the lock-out 
would be working. It happens that the 
structural ironworkers, who more than 
any other mechanics could delay work by 
striking, are not involved in the present 
trouble so far, but it would be a fair esti- 
mate to say that 10,000 men are thrown 
idle indirectly by the strikes. This makes 
40,000 men involved altogether. 

Of these, it is estimated that 10,000 may 
have obtained work outside of New York 
or with non-association employers, which 
leaves 30,000 absolutely idle. The wages of 
the idle men range from $3 and $3.25 a day 
for helpers, to $5 and $5.50 for skilled me- 
chanics. Up to yesterday the lock-out had 
been in operation six days. Averaging the 
wages of 30,000 men at $4 a day, therefore, 
the wages lost up to yesterday would foot 
up $720,000. What the loss to the contract- 
ors and other contingent losses may be, no 
one would figure on yesterday. 

The new strike began at the Chatsworth 
Apartment Hotel, Seventy-second Street 
and Riverside Drive, which was to have 
been ready for occupancy on Sept. 1. 
Strikes were then ordered by a committee 
of the Alliance at the Colonial Bank Build- 
ing, Eighty-first Street and Columbus Ave- 
nue, where the plasterers had been al- 
ready ordered on strike, and on some other 
buildings. An attempt was made to order 
a strike at a new “ Hippodrome ”’ which is 
to be erected in Sixth Avenue between 
Forty-sixth and Forty-seventh Streets. 
There the committee found that t..e founda- 
tions had not been finished, so that there 
were no skilled men to order out. 

The Chatsworth apartment hotel is owned 
by the Johnston-Kahn Company, which 
had sublet a part of the work to L. L. Phil- 
lips & Co. The building had been included 
in the lock-out, but as it-was to be finished 
in a week or two, the Board of Governors 
of the Employers’ Association had suspend- 
ed the lock-out. The suspension order had 
only been given a short time when the men 
were ordered on strike to show that the 
unions did not care anything for the open- 
shop ultimatum of the employers, which 
goes into effect next Monday. 

In response to an invitation from the Mas- 
ter Carpenters’ Association, a committee 
representing the Brotherhood of Carpenters 
called at the Building Trades Club and had 
a conférence with a committee of the Mas- 
ter Carpenters. It was explained to the 
labor committee that if drastic measures 
had to be taken after Monday it would be 
the fault of the unions. A trude agreement 
rejected by the carpenters six months ago 
was again submitted to the Labor Commit- 
tee, with some slight modifications. The 
Labor Committee proposed to settle the 
whole matter by a conference between com- 
mittees of the Board of Governors and the 
Building Trades Alliance. 

The employers refused to recognize the 
alliance in any way, and the labor commit- 
tee promised to give an answer this week 
as to what the carpenters’ locals would do. 
Shortly afterward a circular signed by 
Daniel Featherson, Secretary of the New 
York District Council of the Brotherhood 
of Carpenters, was sent to all its members 
at work, levying an assessment of $1 a 
week or fraction of a week while the pres- 
ent lock-out lasts. Members failing to pay 
the assessment will be fined 25 cents a 
week, Secretary Featherson when asked if 
the carpenters would leave the alliance 
before Monday, said: , 

“Certainly not. They'll stand by the 
Alliance, sink or swim. They are with the 
Alliance first, last, and all the time.”’ 

A meeting of the Building Trgdes Alliance 
was held yesterday afternoon. To-morrow 
evening a conference is to take place be- 
tween representatives of the unions not in- 
volved in the lock-out at present, and the 
employers at the Building Trades Club in 
order that the Board of Governors may 
learn which side these unions are on before 
Monday. On this point Lewis Harding, 
Chairman of the Press Committee of the 
Employers’ Association, said last evening: 

*“We have invited these unions to send 
representatives. Whether they will come 
or not I do not know. We want them to 
understand fully that on Monday we will 
proceed to fill the places of the strikers 
with whatever competent men we can get, 
and work will be generally resumed.” 

Mr. Harding said that a clerk was sent 
by Frank A. Acer, attorney for the Build- 
ing Trad@¢s Alliance in its proposed suit to 
test the validity of the arbitration agree- 
ment, to inspect the books and minutes of 
the Employers’ Association. 

“We told him there was nothing to con- 
ceal,” he added. “The Building Trades 
Employers’ Association is not a secret body 
and is organized, for peace and harmony, 
not to monopolize trade.” 

The delegates of the different unions and 

alliance expect either general strikes 
or a general lock-out next week. This will 
mean the open-shop fight, as the men will 
not be taken back then except as individ- 
uals, but, according to the employers, it 
will not mean the open shop on its broadest 
basis, as they will employ individauls under 
the arbitration agreement, and then try to 
organize them into unions.

The petition attacks the appointment of 
Prescott Hall Butler as committee of the 
plaintiff, claiming it to be null and void;

aefendant, will ‘‘recognize or treat the 
plaintiff as a sane and competent person,” 
ty reason of which he is unable to set forth 
the facts complained of more fully. Mr. 
Chanler next, through his attorney, de- 
clares the order of the Supreme Court of 
Nov. 19, 1901; appointing the defendant the 
committee of plaintiff's person and estate, 
to be null and void, as it was made with- 
out any notice to the plaintiff, who was, 
therefore, unable to appear and oppose the 
fame either in person or by counsel. 

He recites the history of his confinement 
in a certain prison house, popularly known 
as the Bloomingdale Asylum, at White 
Plains, charging that with the full knowi- 
edge of the Supreme Court, “its Judges, 
Commissioners, and agents,” and in de- 
fiance of his constitutional rights he was 
deprived of “ power to act, write, or speak 
freely, or freely to communicate with coun- 
sel or to appear or attend or confer with 
parties so charging him with lunacy, or to 
cross-examine the witnesses hired and pro- 
duced by the petitioners in the proceedings 
before such court.” 

Mr. Chanler says finally that shortly be- 
fore March 10, 1897, he was lured by false 
statements from his home in Virginia to 
a hotel in New York to give support to 
ostensible and colorable jurisdiction, that 
the court “falsely and fraudulently ”’ 
might be enabled to imprison him.

Counsel Sherman's ultimatum to President 
Mellen of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad, giving him forty-eight 
hours’ notice to discontinue the use of 
soft coal on the company’s engines while 


passing through Mount Vernon, has already 
borne fruit. Mr. Sherman’s letter did not 
reach President Mellen at New Haven, 
Conn., until this morning, and before noon 
the trains were run through the city on 
hard coal. 

The change of coal was immediately de- 
tected by merchants and residents on First 
Street, along the company’s tracks, who 
gathered at the iron fence to cheer the engi- 
neers and train crews. 

Employes of the Corporation Counsel's 
office paid close attention to the opera- 
tion of the New Haven trains to-day, and 
a record was made of every train that 
used soft coal. Notice ofsthe change of coal 
came about 10 o’clock, when the express 
that passes through the city on its way 
ast came thundering along and did not 
leave a cloud of dense, black smoke, fuil 
of soot and gases, behind it, as it formerly 
did, according to the Corporation Counsel.

Sentries have 
been posted aJl around the dock. The de- 
stroyer Grozevoi has joined the Russian 
gunboat Mandjur, which was dismantled 
here in the latter part of March. 

The Japanese Consul here is demanding 
of the Chinese authorities that the Askold 
disarm.

D>INKING OF THE PALLADA. 


Togo Has No Doubt She Was Destroyed 
—All on Board Probably Lost. 


TOKIO, Aug. 16.—It seems certain that 
the Russian protected cruiser Pallada was 
torpedoed and sunk in the naval battle of 
Aug. 10. She failed to return to Port 
Arthur, and has not been reported since 
Admiral Togo’s vessels departed on various 
missions in the night of Aug. 10. 

Belated reports from various vessels con- 
tinue to reach Admiral Togo. The Japan- 
ese destroyers and torpedo boats made a 
series of attacks during the pursuit of the 
Russian warships. One destroyer reports 
that she hit a vessel of the Pallada type. 
It is thought the vessel foundered, and it 
is believed that the entire crew were either 
killed on board or were drowned. 

Admiral Togo, in reporting to the Ad- 
miralty, says it\appears certain that the 
Pallada was sunk. It wags thought at first 
that she escaped southward with the Novik 
and Askold, and the Admiralty believed she 
Was concealed in the vicinity of the 
Yang-Tse River. 

Whatever her fate, it will soon be deter- 
mined. If she is afloat she will speedily 
be reported, and if destroyed it is probable 
that some of her wreckage will be found. 


KAMIMURA’S REPORT ON FIGHT. 


Japanese Admiral Tells of Battle in 
Which Rurik Was Sunk. 
TOKIO, Aug. 15—(Delayed.)—Admiral 
Kamimura in his detailed report of last 
Sunday's victory of the Viadivostok squad- 

ron says: 

“At dawn Sunday morning the armored 
cruisers Idsumo, Capt. Ijichi; the Adsuma, 
Capt. Fujii; the Tokiwa, Capt. Yoshimatsu, 
and the Iwate, “Capt. Taketomi, which en- 
gaged in a search of Funsan, Korea, dis- 
covered three of the Vladivostok squadron 
steaming southward. Seeing us, the enemy 
endeavored to flee northward. We imme- 
diately closed their retreat. The engage- 
ment opened at 5:23 A. M. The Rurik, be- 
ing the slowest of the enemy’s vessels, was 
constantly left behind, and she formed & 
target for our incessant fire. The Rossia 
and the Gromoboi gallantly attempted sev- 
eral times to protect the Rurik. They fre- 
quently returned to .the Rurik, and when 
united the three a@vanced together. Our 
fleet thus had the advantage, pouring its 
fire from a formation in the shape of a 
letter *'T.’’ The enemy’s ships were seen 
to be on fire several times, showing there- 
by that they were heavily damaged. 

“The Rurik was finally disabled, and her 
fire weakened. She began lowering in the 
water, listing to port. The Rossia and 
Gromoboi finally abandoned the Rurik. Just 
then our fourth detachment, consisting of 
the protected cruisers Naniwa, Capt. Wada, 
and the Tahachiho, Capt. Mori, having been 
Seen attacking the Rurik, our squadron 
pursued the Rossia and Gromoboi. Severe 
fighting continued for several hours. The 
Rossia and Gromoboi escaped to the north- 
ward at full speed. At 10:19 A. M. our 
squadron changed its course to starboard 
and went south in search of the Rurik. In 
the meantime the Rurik had been sunk. 
Our ships steamed over the locality and 
succeeded in saving 600 members of the 
Rurik’s crew. Our damage was not seri- 
ous. The spirit of our men was excellent.” 

Admiral Kamimura was on the Idsumo 
and Rear Admiral Uriu commanded the 
fourth detachment. 

The Japanese generally are comparing 
the treatment accorded to the crew of the 
Rurik to that accorded by the Vladivostok 
Squadron to those on board the transport 
Hitachi, which the squadron sank June 15 
during its first raid. A prominent official 
Said to-day: 

*‘ Japan has avenged the Hitachi. Admir- 
al Kamimura rescued and succored those 
who aided in sinking the Hitachi, and who 
sailed away from hundreds of drowning 
victims. We offer their living for our 
dead.”’

Japan, it is declared, cannot break up 
her fleet for _the purpose of watching 
Chinese ports where Russian vessels, 
abusing the privileges of refuge, are tak- 
ing advantage of China’s inability to en- 
force her neutral rights. 

The newspapers are confident that 
when the facts in regard to the Ryeshi- 
telni’s capture are known Europe will in- 
dorse Japan’s procedure.

Therefore,. at 
3 A. M. on Aug. 12 he sent a Lieutenant 
and ten men to require the vessel to sur- 
render or leave the port within an hour. 


PEKING, Aug. 15.—The Chinese hope 
that Japan will spontaneously restore to 
their custody the Russian destroyer 
seized at Che-Foo. 

The constant violation of the neutrality 
of Chinese territory between the Great 
Wali and the Liao River by Russia, her 
disregard of the neutrality of the treaty 
port of Niu-Chwang, the sinking of the 
Hipsang, and other outrages are held to 
extenuate but not to justify the action of 
Japan at Che-Foo. 

The story that France and Germany 
have supported the Russian demands is 
untrue. No communication has been re- 
ceived by the Wai-Wu-Pu (Foreign Of- 
fice) from France or Germany. 


BRITAIN’S PROTEST TO RUSSIA. 


Is Said to Urge That No Foodstuffs 
Should Be Regarded as Contraband. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 16.—The formal 
British protest against the treatment of 
neutral ships was delivered to the Rus- 
sian Government to-day. 

It follows the lines of Foreign Secretary 
Lansdowne's and Premier Balfour's recent 
statements on the subject in Parliament. 

LONDON, Wednesday, Aug. 17.—What is 
considered in Government circles here to be 
not the least important feature of the latest 
British note, delivered to Russia yesterday, 
is that dealing with the question of contra- 
band. 

Great Britain reiterates the suggestion 
verbally made by Lord Lansdowne to Count 
Benckendorff, the Russian Ambassador 
here, that the regulations issued by the 
Emperor regarding contrabasd skould be 
modified, and particularly urges a revision 
of the list of articles declared contraband. 
of her dependence on foreign 
countries for food, Great Britain makes 
an especially strong objection to the in- 
clusion of rice and foodstuffs generally. 

The officials of the Foreign Office are 
reticent as to the length the Government 
has gone in respect to the status of food- 
stuffs in time of war, but it is said in a 
reliable quarter that the British note ad- 
vances beyond the position laid down in 
the Mashona case, and that all foodstuffs 
are now practically declared in the Brit- 
ish view to be not liable to seizure. 

If this statement proves to be correct, Con- 
tinental diplomats say, the declaration will 
meet with a cold reception on the Conti- 
nent. Russia is not willing to allow Japan 
to obtain supplies for the subsistence of her 
army or navy. Germany is not disposed 
to recognize a principle which would mean 
such a great increase in the fighting power 
of the British Isles, and France holds the 
same view. 

The attitude of the United States in the 
past has been such, the officials here say, 
as to warrant the belief that Washington 
is prepared to go to considerable lengths 
in preserving the non-contraband character 
of foodstuffs. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph asserts that the British 
note demands compensation for losses by 
the seizure and confiscation of cargoes and 
the sinking of steamers. 

The American Ambassador at the same 
time, the correspondent says, presented an 
energetic note protesting against the 
treating of such merchandise as cables, 
electric light plant, elevator machinery, 
&c., as contraband.

IONE PROTESTS BY RUSSIA. 


Representations to Great Britain—St. 
Petersburg rress Bitter. 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—Ambassador Benck- 
endorff, carrying out the instructions of 
Foreign Minister Lamsdorff, presented this 
morning to Foreign Secretary Lansdowne 
an official protest from his* Government 
against the ‘flagrant violation of inter- 
national law and neutrality’’ by the Jap- 
anese destroyers at Che-Foo. The protest 
is in the nature of a circular to all the 
powers and recites the facts as already 
published. 

So far as can be learned, Lord Lansdowne 
will merely acknowledge the receipt of the 
protest, reserving possible action on the 
part of Great Britain until all the facts 
are ascertained. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 16.—Papers 
continue to express the most bitter indig- 
nation over the Ryeshitelni incident and 
are almost unanimous in expressing the 
opinion that it will lead to international 
complications. 

If Russia’s representations are ignored 
and nothing further is done, The Associated 
Press can state that Russia will feel her- 
self free to take such steps as she may be 
able to take in the way of retaliation.

PETERSBURG, Aug. 16.—There are 
no developments in the situation in Man- 
churia except the receipt of a report by the 
Jeneral Staff of the continuance of rains 
and reports of a general exodus of the Chi- 
nese inhabitants, who are fleeing north- 
ward from Liao-Yang in anticipation of

VERA CRUZ ROAD’S PRESIDENT. 


Thomas Milan of Mexico Elected at 
Meeting in Baltimore. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 16.—Thomas Milan of 
Mexico has been elected President of the 
Vera Cruz and Pacific Railway Company 
in place of H. B. Pegram, who resigned be- 
cause of ill-health, Three new Directors 
were also chosen at the meeting, which was 
held in the office in this city of Allan Mc- 
Lane, receiver of the company. Besides 
Mr. Milan, the other new Directors are 
Manuel De Aspiroz, Mexican Ambassador 
to the United States; E, ©. Henderson of 
New York, and Capt. W. G. Raoul. The 
other Directors of the road are Michael 
Jenkins, Henry Walters, William L. Mar- 
bury, Allan McLane, Joseph W. Crawford, 
George F.. Randolph, and Alexander Brown. 

The Vera Cruz Road was responsible for 
the failure of the Maryland Trust Com- 
pany, and was sold to the Mexican Govern- 
ment by Receiver McLane on April 29. 
The arrangement called for a seven-million- 
dollar bond issue by the railroad, to be 
guaranteed by the Mexican Government, 
and $1,000,000 was to be used for completing 


the road and $1,000,000 for future require- 
ments. Under the agreement $5,000,000 
worth of bonds are to be turned over to the 
Maryland Trust Company, and Receiver 
McLane expects them in a few days.- At 
present the bonds are at the Mexican 
capital, being signed by the Treasurer Gen- 
eral. The bonds are dated July 1, 1904, and 
mature July 1, 1934. 

Mr. Milan, the new President of the road, 
is the Superintendent of motive power of 
the International Road of Mexico, and his 
election was in accordance with the wishes 
of the Mexican Government. 


JAPANESE W2MAN STARVING. 


Husband Dead, Money Gone—Found 
Helpless in Street. 


A pretty young Japanese woman, who 
said that she was Daisy Campbell, the 
widow of Charles Campbell, an American, 
was found apparently starving yesterday 
afternoon at Wythe Avenue and Wallabout 
Street, Williamsburg, by Policeman Max- 
well. The woman was so weak that she 
was hardly able to stand. She was taken 
to the Clymer Street Police Station, and, 
after being attended by a doctor, who con- 
firmed the policeman’'s suspicion of the wo- 
man’s condition, she received food. 

According to the woman's story, her 
maiden name was Uikiwi. In the Chinese- 
Japanese war, Campbell, whom she first 
met at that time, was with the Japanese 
Army. After the war Campbell, who was 
a resident of Nagasaki, became well ac- 
quainted with her family, her father having 
been an officer in the Japanese Army. 
Five years ago she married Campbell and 
they came to New York to live. He was 
employed in this city as a salesman. 

Whea the war between Japan and Rus- 
sia broke out he induced his wife to let 
him return to Japan and join the army. 
Mrs, Campbell reluctantly permitted it. She 


had $200 saved up, and she lived on that 
until, a month ago, she received word that 
her husband had been killed in a battle. 
She then obtained a position as waitress, 
but the work was too hard and she was 
obliged to give it up. She became home- 
less and destitute, she said, and for two 
weeks wandered around. She had sold all 
her furniture and had even pawned her 
husband's revolver. During the last ten 
days she had been wandering around, she 
said, sleeping wherever night overtook her.

YANKEE LEADS 
YACHT GLUB FLEET 


First into Vineyard Haven in Run 
from Newport. 


VIRGINIA AND MAVIS AGROUND 


Sybarita, from Bad Start, Overhauls 
Leaders and Finishes Second— 
Cruise Will Disband To-day. 


Special to The New York Times. 

VINEYARD AAVEN, Mass., Aug. 16.— 
Starting out from Newport this morning 
with a bright sun and fair breeze, the New 
York Yacht Club's cruising fleet reached 
Vineyard Haven this afternoon in a driv- 
ing rain and a fluky wind. As the direc- 
tion of the wind, however, made a long 
windward leg and a long reach, the twenty- 
six yachts which crossed the starting line 
furnished some good racing. In the most 
decisive win since the cruise started, the 
seventy-fcoter Yankee, owned and splen- 
didly sailed by J. Rogers Maxwell, led the 
racing fleet practically from the start and 
finished the thirty-seven-mile run from 
Brenton Reef Lightship to Westchop Buoy 
18 minutes and 20 seconds ahead of her 
nearest rival, 

This was the Watson designed yawl, Syb- 
arita, owned by W. Gould Brokaw. The 
Sybarita had a long fight forcing her way 
to a place among the leaders, as she was 
not among the first half dozen to pass West 
Island Light, six miles from the start, and 
was not better than fifth making the turn 
aft the Vineyard Sound Lightship, Yankee, 
Virginia, Rainbow, and Weetamoe having 
turned ahead of her. The breeze by this 
time was fresh and strong from the south- 
east, and as soon as the yachts had 
straightened out on their reach for Vine- 
yard Haven the yawl overhauled the Wee- 
tamoe within ten minutes and gradually 
wore down Rainbow, finally running past 
Virginia off Wood's Hole just before the 
finish, and crossed at 2:47:30, having cov- 
ered the course in 4 hours 46 minutes and 7 
seconds. 

The three seventies, Mr. Maxwell's 
Yankee, W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr.’s, Virginia, 
and Cornelius Vanderbilt's Rainbow, made 
a splendid race, and the class had the hcnor 
of rounding the Vineyard Sound Lightship 
in this order: Yankee, Virginia. Rainbow. 
Virginia finished a good third, being only 
one minute and fifty-six seconds behind 
Sybarita. Virginia ran aground after fin- 
ishing, but was pulled out uninjured by the 
tug Unique. Rainbow, four minutes and 
forty-seven seconds after Virginia, was the 
fourth boat in the fleet. Weetamoe, which 
soundly beat her rival, Neola, to-day, by 
twenty-one minutes and thirty-one seconds, 
was the fifth boat, and Neola trailed in 
next. Corona, the first schooner in the 
fleet to finish, followed. The wind died off 
then, and the remaining schooners. impeded 
by a strong tide, were very slow in cross- 
ing the line. 

The preparatory signal was sent up from 
the committee boat at Newport at 9:45, and 
the start was made ten minutes later, the 
small sloops going over the line first. 
Aspirant led the way eleven seconds after 
the gun, followed by Spasm, Phantom, and 
Irolita in the order named. Of the larger 
sloops, Yankee made the best start, crossing 
the line fourteen seconds after the signal. 

Valmore and Katrina made a close start 
in the small schooner class, but in the large 
schooner class all the vessels were handi- 
capped, Corona and Emerald made a fight 
for the line, and Corona forced about 
Emerald, which had the right of way. The 
Iselin schooner hoisted a protest flag as 
she crossed the line last. The wind was 
southerly, and as the first leg.of the run 
was seventeen miles east-southeast to the 
Vineyard Sound Lightship, the racers start- 
ed out to make a close fetch of it. The 
wind, however, freshened and shifted more 
to the eastward, so windward work was in 


order. 


Yankee, sailing fast, led the way around 


“the Vineyard Sound Lightship at 12:39:40, 


9 minutes and 13 seconds ahead of Virginia, 
which led Rainbow by 2 minutes and 44 
seconds. With the breeze strong trom the 
southeast, the yachts made record-break- 
ing time for the twenty-mile east-northeast 
reach up Vineyard Sound. Yankee was 
still two miles ahead, but when the wind 
freed a little, Sybarita, which had worked 
out to windward, soon slipped past Weeta- 
moe. : 

“ae Regatta Committee sailed to-day with 
E. C. Benedict on the Oneida. The fleet 
wi.l sail back to-morrow to Newport, where 
it will disband in the evening, although the 
great majority of yachtsmen will remain to 
see the races for the Haouli cups on Thurs- 
day and the Astor cups’ races on Friday. 
Rear Commodore Vanderbilt has offered a 
cup for sloops and a cup for schooners rac- 
ing in to-morrow’'s run back to Newport. 

Fne schooner Mavis in crossing the Sound 
went aground in the Middle Ground, The 
tug Unique went to her assistance, and she, 
too, went aground, but the tug soon got 
otf. The Oneida then went out, and Com- 
modore E. C. Benedict took the launch of 
his yacht and carried a hawser from the 
Unique to the Mavis, and the yacht was 
soon pulled into deep water. The summary 
of the day’s run:

NEW PLEA TO PRESIDENT. 


Jersey Labor Men Want Roosevelt Per. 
sonally to Investigate Colorado Cases. 


TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 16—The New 
Jersey State Federation of Labor this 
morning received from the Committee on 
Resolutions an unfavorable report on the 
resolutions providing for a protest against 
the treatment of the miners of Colorado 
and asking President Roosevelt to investi- 
gate the situation.

A fresh in- 
stance is adduced by the authors of the 
Republican Campaign Textbook for 1904, 
from which we extract the following 
statement of what its authors evidently 
supposed to be fact: 

The Democratic hope relied solely upon 
finding a candidate who would be accept- 
able to the trusts, and who would not only 
get their votes, but their money in the 
campaign. Judge PARKER knew this, and 
Mr. BELMONT knew it. The only safe course 
was to put in a declaration favorable to the 
trusts, and this was done. 

The “declaration” referred to is the 
place in the Albany platform relating to 
the regulation of trusts. That may have 
been acceptable enough, but the candi- 
date, so far from being accepted, has 
been with the greatest unanimity re- 
jected by the trusts. All the trusts that 
we have heard of are for ROOSEVELT and 
FAIRBANKS, enthusiastically and gener- 
ously, Chairman CoORTELYOU, who is a 
very stirring person, had an early inter- 
view upon the subject of campaign con- 
tributions with the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the greatest of all 
the trusts. So long as MARK HANNA 
lived the trusts were for him and against 
ROOSEVELT. When he died anti-Roose- 
velt talk was suddenly silenced in trust 
circles and in Wall Street. There is none 
of it heard now. The only head of a 
*‘ combination ’”’ who finds Judge PARKER 
acceptable is Mr. J. J. Hitu of the North- 
ern Securities Company, and he has al- 
ways been a Democrat. 

The trusts are content with the Admin- 
istration, and nobody is surprised at 
their support of President ROOSEVELT. 
That very dangerous person, Mr. P. C. 
KNox, was lifted from the Cabinet into 
the Senate, where he can do no possible 
harm. His successor is a well-meaning 
and not altogether unsophisticated gen- 
tleman from Massachusetts. The most 
timid trust in the country would not 
jump or yell if it should meet Mr, Moopy 
in the woods on a dark night. Aggre- 
gated capital and the Administration ap- 
pear to be on terms of mutual confidence 
and toleration. The Democrats are out 
in the cold. If there was a trust auction, 
they were outbid by the other party, a 
perfectly evident fact which makes it 
difficult to understand why the Repub- 
Hean National Committee perpetrated the 
obvious blunder of calling attention to 
the matter by their inept reference to the 
supposed attempt of the Democrats to 
find a candidate “acceptable to the 
trusts.” 

While we are upon the subject of the 
Republican campaign textbook, we vent- 
ure to express the hope that in some way 
an intimation will be given that Presi- 
dent RoosBvVELT did not approve and had 
no antecedent knowledge of the attack 
upon the honor and sincerity of Judge 
PARKER in that publication. The Demo- 
cratic candidate’s gold standard tele- 
gram has been received by the country 
as a courageous and manly statement of 
honest belief. Partisan newspapers have 
felt free to assail his motives, but nobody 
looked for a repetition of their indecent 
flings and innuendoes in a publication 
authorized by the Republican National 
Committee. It is the unwritten law of 
Presidential campaigns that the candi- 
dates shali mutually refrain from per- 
sonal attacks. Chairman CORTELYOU’S 
nearness to the President has given rise 
to the unpleasant impression that in the 
present instance this law may have been 
violated. We are not of that opinion. 
The matter is of sufficient importance to 
deserve the President’s early attention, 





THE RYESHITELNI. 

Secretary Hay will doubtless be as 
much astonished as amused to find him- 
self described in the press of St. Peters- 
burg as “the cunning Macchiavelli of 
Washington,” the present proof of his 
Macchiavellianism being that he refuses 
te “compel” Japan to return the Rus- 
sian gunboat seized in Che-Foo Harbor. 

It cannot be doubted that Mr. Hay is 
doing his utmost to induce Japan to take

glosses that Japanese 
zealous as himself are trying to put upon 
the action of the Japanese commander 
who endeavored to make a prize of a 
disabled craft under the protection of a 
neutral Power, that action was clearly an 
outrage. To be sure, it -would not have 
been committed if the Chinese Admiral 
at Che-Foo had been anything but a 
cheap Chinese imitation of a real Admi- 
“<1 It was his business to satisfy him- 


as 


self that the Russian was actually dis- 
armed and disabled, and then it was his 
business to protect her with his whole 
force. It was his business. also to pre- 
vent an overzealous Japanese naval offi- 
cer from attempting to verify his official 
assurance. He~would have been per- 
fectly within his rights if he had sunk 
the Japanese vessel. It was his duty to 
do so rather than to allow the Russian 
which had put herself under his protec- 
tion to be taken from it. 

But the nonfeasance of a Chinese Ad- 
miral is no excuse at all, internationally 
speaking, for the malfeasance of a Jap- 
anese Lieutenant. It is the clear inter- 
national duty of Japan to restore the 
gunboat to the jurisdiction from which a 
Japanese cfficer has taken her and to 
make suitable amends for wrongfully 
taking her from that jurisdiction. The 
Government at Tokio will be the more 
inclined to fultill this international duty 
when it considers that Russia has at 
least as much to gain as Japan from vio- 
lating the neutrality of China, and that 
the Japanese action at Che-Foo, while it 
remains undisavowed, furnishes Russia 
with a very plausible excuse for such a 
violation. 


THE CONSTITUTION CLUB. 

There has not been a more significant 
or auspicious incident in the-canvass of 
Judge PARKER thus far than the forma- 
tion of the Constitution Club in this city. 
The example will doubtless be followed 
throughout the country. By its very 
name, and still more by the character of 
its membership, the club defines and em- 
phasizes what to many minds is the chief 
issue of the campaign. It stands for a 
Government of law against what has 
already in large part become, and seems 
likely to become in still larger part if 
continued, a personal Government with 
the minimum of reference to law. In 
this view of the campaign the fittest 
candidate who could have been chosen is 
seen to be a Judge, whose way of think- 
ing is as judicial as his station. Among 
the many and deserved eulogies that 
have been made upon THEODORE ROOSE- 
VELT it has never occurred to anybody 
to praise him for having a judicial mind. 

The club, however, we repeat, derives 
its chief importance from the character 
of its membership. To be sure, most of 
the members whose names have been 
published are of Democratic antecedents. 
Most, but not all, for among them is that 
sturdy and lifelong independent and emi- 
nent lawyer, JAMES C. CARTER, the lat- 
est and not the least of whose public 
services it is that he has given to this 
organization the weight of his great 
name. But those who are associated with 
him are all lawyers of undisputed light 
and leading, public-spirited citizens, 
“safe counselors in the affairs of this 
Nation.” The influence of the Constitu- 
tion Club on doubtful voters who are 
anxious to vote right should be very 
great. 





THE IMPUDENCE OF MAJORITIES. 


We have been much interested in an 
argument against the 1,000-ton barge 
canal improvement submitted to a candid 
world with all the emphasis of double 
leads by our neighbor The Sun yesterday 
morning. The subject of waterway 
transportation is one peculiarly liable to 
inflame the passions of those who discuss 
it and to betray them into an intemper- 
ance of language which they would never 
exhibit in discoursing upon such themes 
as pure milk or the advantages of the 
silo in sheep husbandry. But The Sun 
opposes the Erie Canal improvement not 
in heat and violence, but with a calmly 
reasoned appeal to the sober judgment 
of the voters of the Empire State, sup- 
porting its contention with a quality of 
logic that will excite curiosity where it 
does not command assent. We append a 
sample of our neighbor’s reasoning, 
which appears under the persuasive 
headline, “‘ Undo the Canal Infamy ”: 

The most prodigious fraud and the most 
outrageous swindle ever perpetrated in the 
history of civilization. The description does 
not exaggerate; the terms are simply ade- 
quate and convey nothing but the truth. 

It is proposed in this great State of ours 
to rob the taxpayers of an unknown gum. 
There is no setting any limit to it; but, so 
far as may now be clearly determined, it 
is not less than $300,000,000! The work has 
begun, the persons whe are to execute the 
robbery are already assigned to their 
places; the men who are to divide the 
plunder are agreed as to their respective 
shares, and the entire colossal machine, 
lubricated and adjusted to a nicety by the 
High Priest of Graft himself, has already 
begun the rhythmical pulsation of its well- 
ordered function. 

A superficial familiarity with the his- 
tory of the canal improvement to date 
might incline a jumper at conclusions to 
declare that The Sun’s demand for a re- 
versal of policy in respect t¢é an under- 
taking which the people have by a ma- 
4ority of 245,000 approved and ordered to 
be begun was a piece of desperate hardi- 
hood. An examination of this little table 
might encourage those who held that 
view:

By this imposing majority, which is 
61.13 per cent. of the total vote on the 
canal proposition, the people issued their 
mandate to their servants at Albany to 
go ahead. They sanctioned the expen- 
diture of $101,000,000. But we are in- 
formed by The Sun that the 673,010 legal 
voters who cast their ballots for the im- 
provement “licensed a pack of wdlves to 
gnaw at their vitals”; that “ they were 
cozened and cheated into their consent,” 
and that “they gave it because their 
judgments were perverted by lying and 
chicane.” ‘The lies were uttered and the 
chicanery practiced by “an unworthy 
and vicious press.” The Sun says that 
“one paper in this city, which always 
explains itself with a prodigious pretense 
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of principle, espoused the canal on the 
ground that when it was completed it 
would be a useful vehicle of blackmail 
against the railroads, and that was the 
only approximately honest advocacy of 
the measure in this town.’’ Who this de- 
prayed malefactor of the press was we 
can only conjecture. Probably the per- 
petrator of its deceptions was a cunning 
knave, who was slick enough to conceal 
his advocacy of canal blackmail in long- 
winded and seemingly moral articles 
demonstrating that a low rate of trans- 
portation by water would serve as a 
check upon the extortionate impulses of 
the railroads. It would be easy, we 
should suppose, to delude the people into 
the belief that this might be a benefit to 
them. Voters who can be cozened and 
cheated are ready to snap up any kind of 
sophistry. 

Having in mind the possible persistence 
or incarnation of a ‘High Priest of 
Graft,” the Legislature, in the Bostwick- 
Davis Canal bill, authorized the Govern- 
or to appoint an Advisory and Consult- 
ing Board of Engineers of five members 
with power to look pretty closely into the 
progress of the canal improvement and, 
if they detected graft and corruption, to 
“holler” into the ear of the Governor. 
That might not do much good if the High 
Priest and the Governor were one and the 
Same person. But the Commission’s dis- 
closures would hardly escape the atten- 
tion of the vicious press, so the defense 
ageinst graft erected in the bill has been 
considered adequate. However, The Sun 
decrees that this “ greatest swindle of 
this or any other age’ must be 
“‘scotched while there is yet time to do 
ig 


We are moved to congratulate our 
neighbor, not only on its candor and pub- 
lic spirit, but upon its amazing fore- 
knowledge of the programme of the Re- 
publican Party in the State of New York. 
How does it manage to pluck out the in- 
most secrets of the machine mind? En- 
lightened friends of the canal improve- 
ment have felt that the great work would 
be put in jeopardy by the election of a 
Republican Governor and a Republican 
Legislature this Fall. Names of implac- 
able foes of the canal are put forward 
whenever Republican slates for Govern- 
or and State officers are being made up. 
Vague suspicion is now transmuted into 
practical certainty. The Sun hag let the 
cat out of the bag, and a fine large long- 
tailed animal it is, That 245,312 major- 
ity for the canal enlargement is to be 
taught its place. The shamelessness of 
the 673,010 voters who declared that they 
would spend their own money for cheap 
transportation facilities—and it is their 
own money, for the counties that gave 
the great majorities will pay 85 to 90 
per cent. of the cost—is to be fitly re- 
buked if the Republicans carry the elec- 
tion. Responsible Republican . leaders 
may reprove our neighbor for its frank- 
ness and its precipitancy. We think it 
has done a great public service in pub- 
lishing the programme of its party. 


LESSONS FROM PORT ARTHUR. 


When Gen. STOESSEL saw the Russian 
squadron returning from its second sor- 
tie he must have felt inclined to repeat 
the words of Weary Willy, the tramp: 

‘Nowhere to go but out; 
Nowhere to come but back. 

It has been assumed by navy men that, 
when Port Arthur should become unten- 
able, the fleet would come out for a su- 
preme effort. Owing to the marked su- 
periority of the Japanese ordnance it has 
not been generally expected that the 
Russians would be victorious in such an 
attempt; but they had a reasonable ex- 
pectation of inflicting serious damage 
upon the enemy, and they would regard 
a drawh battle or even an escape to 
Viadivostok as amply compensating for 
any injuries they themselves might re- 
ceive. For Japan has no naval force in 
reserve, and every ship lost or disabled 
threatens her supremacy at sea. What 
has surprised foreign critics, however, 
has been the apparently half-hearted 
manner in which the Russians seem to 
have fought. We do not yet know, of 
course, how much harm they have done 
to the blockaders; but so far as can be 
judged from the news heretofore attain- 
able the Russians have not shown the 
determination to get out and ‘“‘ smash” 
their foes that was essential to the suc- 
cess of their operations. 

That Vice Admiral Toco should have 
held off from a decisive fight was to 
have been expected. He could not afford 
to lose one important ship, even though 
he should sink three of his opponent’s 
vessels. To this policy was due the es- 
cape of the Czarevitch, which was so 
badly battered in the fight as to have a 
speed of only four knots, If ever there was 
a fair chance of taking or sinking an en- 
emy the Russian flagship offered it. It 
was good strategy, however, for Admiral 
Toco not to close in upon the crippled 
battleship, for in her dying flurry she 
might have crippled one or more of the 
attacking vessels. 

The chief lesson of this fight will be to 
restore confidence in the gun as the most 
important offensive weapon. Little con- 
sideration nowadays is given to the ram, 
for the reason that guns and torpedoes 
are too deadly to permit its use; but 
some navy officers have held the opinion 
that the increase in range and accuracy 
recently secured for the torpedo would 
enable it to displace the gun. The early 
events of the present war seemed to 
give some justification for this belief, but 
the battle of last Wednesday will doubt- 
less cause a general renewal of allegiance 
to the gun. The Japanese had a large 
number of the most modern torpedo 
boats, and the opposing lines of battle 
were within 2,800 yards of each other; 
yet no vessel is reported sunk. Mani- 
festly many torpedoes must have been 
discharged, but none made effective hits, 
The guns did all the damage that was 


done, and therefore to the gpns will be 
given all the credit. 


LOCAL AND NATIONAL UNIONS. 

An interesting phase of the struggle in 
the building trade is the promise of rupt- 
ure between the local and the National 
unions. The latter are not at all in sym- 
pathy with the policy of the local unions 
and are likely to repudiate it. This 
would open the door to labor represented 
in unions outside of New York ctill in 
affiliation with their National associa- 
tions, It would also make it certain that 
the unions insisting upon trouble here 
will receive no aid from outside. 

This situation develops the essential 
weakness of the present system of labor 
organization. The National unions can- 
not control the local unions, but they can 
expel them for disobedience, and when 
this is done the field is open to invasion 
by organized labor from every part of 
the United States. Meanwhile, the Alli- 
ance is riding for a fall in its policy of 
forcing unwelcome idleness upon thou- 
sands of men who cannot afford to lose 
time within a few months of frost, and it 
would not require much of a shock to ef- 
fect a recrystallization of the various 
branches of the building trades around 
safer and saner nuclei than are now of- 
fered. This may be given at the meeting 
of the Employers’ Association on the 22d 
inst. It should need no further experi- 
ence to make it clear that all hope of sat- 
isfactory and permanent treaty relations 
between the builders and the existing 
unions is futile. 


SOFT COAL AS LOCOMOTIVE FUEL. 

The notice served upon the man&ge- 
ment of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad that the municipality 
of Mount Vernon will no longer tolerate 
a violation of its ordinances forbidding 
the maintenance of a nuisance from the 
burning of soft coal in the fireboxes of 
its engines, and that if this nuisance is 
continued the drivers of the engines will 
be arrested and held for trial, thus stall- 
ing trains, is not likely to be taken quite 
seriously by President MELLEN. Rail- 
road companies are in the habit of rely- 
ing a good deal upon the very natural 
unwillingness of public officials to inter- 
rupt the operation of a great public 
utility, and believe that when compelled 
to choose between the restriction or sus- 
pension of train service in communica- 
tion with New York and tolerating even 
a great public nuisance they will “‘ take 
it out in scolding ”’ and in threats which 
do not materialize. 

However this may be, the New Haven 
Directorate will undoubtedly insist upon 
the continued use of soft coal and will 
have recourse to every legal and other 
expedient | to restrain the officials of 
Mount Vernon from enforcing their new 
ordinance, which became operative on 
the 15th inst., and with which they are 
required to comply within forty-eight 
hours. This will undoubtedly mean a 
bitter fight between the city and the rail- 
road, from which all in interest will suf- 
fer. The largest advantage the railroad 
can gain will not be compensatory, and 
in the end it is likely to lose more than 
it can possibly gain from the continued 
use of soft coal. The arithmetic of the 
question of fuel economy is very simple. 
An ordinary passenger locomotive engine 
will evaporate about five pounds of wa- 
ter for each pound of good coal burned. 
This would -be equivalent in average 
practice to the requirement of 6 to 8 
pounds of coal per indicated horse-power 
hour. As a matter of fact the require- 
ment is from 15 to 16 pounds of coal per 
effective horse power per hour, including 
what is consumed in firing, burned to 
keep up steam during stops and while 
standing, &c. Probably one-half the 
total coal burned in a locomotive in an 
average day’s work is expressed in power 
not utilized. Tests made by Mr. B. J. 
ARNOLD with a typical 1,000-horse-power 
engine in the New York Central subur- 
ban service showed that its average duty 
was represented by 861 horse-power 
hours per day.. Taking 15% pounds of 
coal as the normal fuel consumption per 
horse-power hour and multiplying this 
by the number of horse-power hours rep- 
resenting ‘normal engine duty, we find 
that it calls for 13,915 pounds of coal, or 
in round numbers six gross tons per day. 

At Mott Haven good bituminous coal, 
of considerably better average quality 
than much of that in stock along the line 
of the New Haven Road, is worth at the 
present time about $3 per ton. Broken 
anthracite is worth at the same point 
about $4.75 per ton. This would appear 
to show a daily economy per engine do- 
ing full duty of something like $10.50. If, 
however, the management of the road 
would adapt its engines to burning the 
smaller sizes of anthracite, such as are 
used on the Lackawanna, Reading, and 
some other roads, this difference would 
practically disappear, since the sizes of 
anthracite below nut range in price on a 
parity with bituminous coal. The econ- 
omy argument is, consequently, less im- 
pressive than Mr. MELLEN would prob- 
ably be glad to have it appear. 

If Mr. MELLEN will take his pencil and 
a sheet of paper and figure it out, he will 
have very little difficulty in reaching 
the conclusion that what he can save on 
bituminous coal as an engine fuel will 
not pay him for getting at loggerheads 
with the communities his road serves, In 
such a war nothing is so disastrous as 
victory, except defeat. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—aA local automobilist lately set an ex- 
ample in dealing with the small boy behind 
the stone which his brothers in sport would 
do well to consider. Driving out to meet 
friends at New Rochelle, he encountered a 
party of five youngsters on the bridge over 
the Harlem who seemed animated by the 
usual unfriendly spirit. He stopped his car 
and gave them a cheery invitation to get 
in for a ride. After some hesitation they 
did so, and on the promise of trolley fare 
hom= were eager to go on with him to his 
destinatton. They departed in the friend- 
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liest of moods. No doubt their neighbor- 
hood gang has since been made familiar 
with the exhilaration of that spin, and has 
been animated by a more friendly spirit 
toward the brethren of the whizzing car. 
While human nature remains human, pub- 
lic feeling toward those who ride on the 
band wagon will depend largely on the 
prospect of some day securing a seat. 


—The correspondent of The London 
Standard has varied the monotony of life 
at Feng-huang-cheng by a digression as to 
Japanese war poetry, favoring his readers 
with a metrical version of the favorite song 
of the Mikado’s soldiers made by Gen. Sir 
Ian HaMILTON. The words of the original, 
he confesses, are political and polemic 
rather than martial and patriotic, so that, 
if the General’s translation seems some- 
what cut and dried, the fact does not im- 
pugn his abilities as a poet. Some such 
disclaimer, we confess, seems necessary. 
Here are a few characteristic stanzas: 


Sons of Nippon, down with Russia! 
Lawless empire—lay her low. 

Faith and Justice she despises. 
Russia is our mortal foe. 


Shameless, trampling down the Treaty, 
Grasping countries far and wide, 

All the world was turned against her 
For her lawlessness and pride.+ 


Tell us not of Russia’s vastness— 
Vast, may be, but poor and wild: 

Boast not of her swarming millions, 
What are swarms unless combined? 


But our own dear, precious country 

"Neath its Emperor can combine: 

For one thousand years successive 

Reigns that same immortal line. 
Military providence, according to Na- 
POLEON, was on the side of the stronger 
battalion. Nowadays it is said to be on 
the side of the best engineers and machin- 
ists. But it is an excess of logic to push 
the principle to the extent of cultivating 
machine poetry, and one that cannot, be 

justified even by victorious Japan. 


—aA lady who has watched the shopping 
district’ through the past few months 
makes an interesting observation on the prog- 
ress of the season of bargains. A month 
ago, she says, the shops on Broadway were 
playing for trade by the openest of cut- 
rate offers, and even on Fifth Avenue sev- 
eral of the most exclusive shops ticketed 
a few of the exhibits in their windows with 
price marks alluringly low. With the mid- 
dle of August Fifth Avenue and Broadway 
alike have forgotten that they ever made 
a bid to the thrifty, and are advertising 
goods for Fall wear. But the reign of the 
bargain still continues on Sixth Avenue. 
What is the reason of the difference? Cer- 
tainly not the habits of customers with re- 
gard to vacations. It may be doubted 
whether any large proportion of the patrons 
of the Sixth Avenue shops are out of town 
more than a few weeks. A salesman in 4 
Fifth Avenue shoe shop lately remarked 
that thero is next to nothing doing for four 
months in the year. And it is everywhere 
evident that, with the vast increase of 
Summer residences within commuting dis- 
tance of the city, what is called the season 
is steadily and surely becoming shorter. 


—The danger of convicting on the evi- 
dence of personal identifications, so pain- 
fully shown in the recent case of ADOLPH 
Breck, twice falsely imprisoned on the testi- 
mony of numerous witnesses, has just been 
still further illustrated in the West London 
Police Court. One Maria RYDER swore 
that one THomas RyDBR was her husband, 
and had deserted her in 1869. RyYDER de- 
nied it, and Mrs. RyDER sought to prove 
her case by means of the scars of burns on 
his arm. RyDER bared the member, and the 
burns were not forthcoming. All he had in 
common with the culprit was his name. 


DISCOMFORTS OF COMMUTERS. 


Poor Service, Foul Smoke, and Wretched 
Light—A Call for Action. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your excellent article in to-day’s TIMEs 
in re. the resolutions passed at a mass 
meeting in New Rochelle last Thursday 
evening, anent the poor train service on 
the part of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad, the poor car service on 
the part of the Union Railway Company, 
and the violation of the municipal ordi- 
nances by both companies, is the first evi- 
dence I have happened to see of the slight- 
est criticism of the officers of that city, 
sworn to uphold and enforce the laws, in 
supinely permitting the present state of 
things, in that connection, to exist, in vio- 
lation of their oaths of office. 

As irritatihg as the lack of decent car 
and train service on both roads is the foul, 
soft-coal smoke on the New Haven Road 
and the wretched light from two gas lamps 
in each car they give us. 

The commuter naturally wishes to read 
his newspaper in the cars, but it is simply 
impossible to do so now without injury to 
one’s eyes. Upon complaining to the brake- 
man, I was informed: ‘‘ Those are my 
orders, as more lamps would make the 
cars too warm.” 

I would suggest that joint action on the 
part of the proper municipal officers of each 
village, town, and city along the line of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road be taken to compel obedience to the 
law, at least in regard to the use of soft 
coal in the locomotives of that railroad.

Couldn’t Testify as to That. 
From The Philadelphia Public Ledger. 

A. 8S. lL. Shields was rebuffed the other day 
by a witness whom he was cross-examining. 
He was counsel for the contestants in a will 
case who were endeavoring to show that the 
testator was of unsound mind. One of the 
dead man's intimate friends was summoned to 
testify for the plaintiff. It was he who, was

RUSSIANS BLAME JEWS 
FOR RIOTS IN POLAND 


Official Report of Latest Killings 
Received by Ministers. 


KIDNAPPED GIRL CONVERT 


Jewish Mob Carried Her from Court 
After Making False Charge—Res- 
cued by Christian Friends. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 16.—Reports 
from the Governors of Radom and Syed- 
lets, Russian Poland, which have been re- 
ceiyed by the Police Department of the 
Ministry of the Interior, state that the re- 
ports of Jewish massacres in the small 
Polish towns of Parchevo and Ostrovetz 
arose from affrays between the Jewish and 
Christian inhabitants, in which the Jews 
in both cases were the aggressors. Only 
one Jew succumbed to his injuries. 

The disturbance at Parchevo took place 
July 23, and was the result of an attempt 
by the Jews to kidnap a converted Jewess, 
Antonina Korn. About three months ago 
the girl evinced a desire to become a Cath- 
olic and left her parents, going to Lublin, 
where she remained for seven weeks in an 
industrial home, receiving religious instruc- 
tion. Her parents in the meantime en- 
deavored to persuade her to return to them, 
and, not being successful, resorted to the 
stratagem of accusing the girl of theft, so 
that the authorities would be compelled to 
send her back \for trial. 

The Justice of the Peace fixed the trial 
of the case for July 23, and Antonina was 
again taken to Parchevo. She was con- 
veyed to the vicarage, to which her parents 
went and again tried to persuade her to 
renounce Christianity. This she refused 
to do, and the Burgomaster, still appre- 
hending troyhle, vainly begged the Justice 
to postpone the trial of the case, but this 
the latter considered unnecessary and the 
girl was acquitted. 

Meantime the crowd outside the Court 
House had swollen to thousands, while in- 
side there were a few Jews and thirty 
Christian witnesses. The Jews tried to 
bribe the cabman to upset h‘s cab, in 
which was Antonina, and finally threatened 
to kill him, 

The police were summoned and ordered 
the crowd to disperse, but the Jews shout- 
ed that they would remain, and rushed into 
the Court House, seeking the girl, who had 
taken refuge behind the Justice’s chair, 
where she was protected by a guard with a 
drawn revolver. Notwithstanding this, the 
Jews twice seized the girl, and one of them 
threatened to stab her with a knife. The 
Burgomaster beat off the assailant with a 
chair, but later the girl was captured by 
the crowd, which wrecked the building, 
tearing off the doors and windows. 

The Christians pursued the main body, 
beating the stragglers with their spikes. 
Antonina managed to get to a window, and 
Screamed to the Christians to rescue her. 
The Christians then returned and broke 
down the gates, while a guard helped the 
girl to climb down from a window. She 
was taken to the railroad station and sent 
back to Lublin. 

The wounded in the disturbances includ- 
ed twenty-nine Jews, but the municipal 
surgeon declares that none was dangerous- 
ly injured. The Christians did not report 
their injuries, fearing prosecution. 

The incidents at Ostrovetz date back to 


July 21 and July 22. A Jewish bey threw 
a stone at a Polish beggar, striking him 
on the head, and the beguar's brother, a 
factory hand, fell upon a few Jews in order 
to avenge his brother’s injury. The Jews 
were reinforced, and then other factory 
hands joined in. the fight, which was soon 
stopped by the police. 

The next day 300 factory hands entered 
the town to follow up the fight, and the 
police directed the Jews to remain indoors. 
The workmen invaded the square and be- 
gan stoning the houses of the Jews. Sud- 
denly a revolver was discharged from one 
of the houses and the workmen then scat- 
tered througu the town, stoning the houses 
of the Jews and attacking them in the 
streets, wounding ten, one of whom died. 


OXFORD POST FOR DR. OSLER. 


Johns Hopkins Professor to Succeed Sir 
John Burdon-Sanderson. 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—King Edward has 
approved the appointment of Prof. William 
Osler of the Johns Hopkins Medical School, 
Baltimore, as Regius Professor of Medi- 
cine at Oxford University, in succession to 
Sir John Burdon-Sanderson. 


Prof. Osler, who has been Professor of 
Medicine and physician to the hospital of 
the Johns Hopkins Medical School since 
1889, is a Canadian by birth and is fifty- 
five years old. After being graduated from 
McGill University, at Montreal, he studied 
in Europe. From 1874 to 1884 he was a 
professor at McGill University, and then 
for five years was Professor of Clinical 
Medicine at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, 


EMPEROR AND KING MEET. 


Francis Joseph Pays a Brief Visit to 
Edward VII. at Marienbad. 


MARIENBAD, Aug. 16.—Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph arrived here this afternoon from 
Vienna to visit King Edward. The Kin 
awaited the Emperor at the railroad sta- 
tion. The monarchs greeted each other 
with marked cordiality. 

King Edward wore the uniform of an 
Austrian Field arshal, and the Emperor 
that of a British Field Marshal. Their 


Majesties drove to the Hotel Weimar, 
where the Emperor remained ten minutes 
in King Edward’s apartments and then 
drove to the Villa Luginsland, where the 
British monarch later paid him a brief re- 
turn visit. 3 

King Edward iuo-nignt gave a dinner to 
Emperor Francis Joseph at the Hotel Wei- 
mar. During the dinner the electric lights 
were suddenly extinguished, causing con- 
sternation. Candles were substituted for 
the electric lights, which, however, were 
restored in five minutes. 


WANT PRINCE GEORGE DEPOSED 


Cretans Petition Italy to be Freed from 
His Rule. 


ROME, Aug. 16.—Inhabitants of the Isl- 
and of Crete have addressed a strong peti- 
tion to the Italian Government asking to be 
freed from the government of Prince 
George of Greece, the High Commissioner 
of the protective powers, who is accused of 
all manner of misrule. 

They ask that the island be annexed to 
Greece and threaten, should their request 
not be granted, to start a revolution. The 
petition is addressed to Italy because Cre- 


tan affairs are under the supervision of the 
Italian Foreign Minister, assisted by the 
Russian, French, and British Ambassadors. 

Prince George, it is reported, is about to 
start on a visit to the capitals of the pro- 


tective powers. 
CZAR TO ABOLISH THE KNOUT. 


One of Reform Measures Which Will 
Signalize Czarowitch’s Birth. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 16.—One of the 
acts of grace signalizing the birth of an heir 
to the throne will be the total abolition of 
corporal punishment throughout Russia. 

It is reported, apparently on good au- 
thority, that Emperor William has asked 
for the privilege of acting as one of the 
godfathers of the heir. The christening 
will take place on Aug. 23, when, the As- 
sociated Press is able to state, quite a 
number of important liberal measures, in- 
cluding the abolition of corporal punish- 





ment, will be announced. 


PARADER DIES IN BOSTON. 


New: Yorker the Victim—300 Overcome 
by Heat at G. A. R. March. 


BOSTON, Aug. 16.—Fully 300 persons, 
most of them women, were overcome by the 
heat during the G. A. R. parade here to- 
day, and one of the paraders, Col. John P. 
Pryor of John A. Dix Post, No. 135, of 
New York, succumbed. The hospitals of 
the city were filled to overflowing and the 
police arrangements, both for controlling 
the crowd and caring for those who were 
overcome, were totally inadequate. 

If anything were needed to prove that the 
Grand Army of the Republic is still in fact 
a mighty host, it was to be found to-day 
when, with half a million civilians looking 
on, 26,000 survivors of the Union forces of 
the civil war from all sections of the 
United States marched through the streets 
of Boston. Five and one-half hours were 
required for the parade to pass a given 
point; and it was a severe strain on the old 
soldiers. More than three score of them 
dropped from the ranks from exhaustion 
and heat prostration, and were tenderly 
cared for at the field and city hospitals. 

Never before have the Boston hospitals 
been so severely taxed. The police arrange~ 
ments proved inadequate, and surging 


crowds broke repeatedly through the lines, 
and several times interrupted the parade, 
The police were compelled to resort to 
rough tactics, and as a result of the buffet- 
ing received many of the spectators fainted, 
while the heat and exhaustion caused nu- 
merous prostrations. 

As Col. John P. Pryor of 144 East One 
Hundred and Fifth Street, New York, was 
parading with John A. Dix Post he fell at 
the corner of Beacon and Joy Strets. He 
was attended by Dr. Sewell, also a member 
of Dix Post, and then sent to the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, where he died 
soon afterward. , 

Several regimental reunions and various 
receptions, enciamng that of the Daughters 
of Veterans to the National officers, occu=- 
pied the remainder of ..e afternoon. To- 
night the Monmouth G. A. R. campfire 
was held in Mechanics’ Building. Tobacco, 
coffee, and doughnuts and cheese were 
served to 10,000 persons. 


Col. Pryor was a veteran of the civil 
war, having fought in the One Hundred 
and Eighty-third Regiment. Later he be- 
came Colonel of the Ninth New York Regi- 
ment. He was present at the battle of 
Antietem, where he was wounded in the 
head. He was sixty-three years old, and 
was born at New Rochelle, Ny! 2 


HAPPY DAY IN INVALID’S LIFE. 


Twenty-fifth Anniversary of Woman in 
Hospital Made Bright.

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 16.—An unusual 
and sad festival was held in St. Francis’s 
Hospital to-day, when Annie Kelly, an 
invalid for life, celebrated the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of her residence in that 
institution. Miss Kelly has been a pa- 
tient since she was carried to the institu- 
tion in her father’s arms, then a little girl 
three years old. 

The hospital authorities determined to 
make the anniversary a bright spot in the 
invalid’s life, and Miss Kelly’s room was 
decorated with flowers and potted plants. 
She received her guests sitting up in bed. 
The nuns and nurses paid their respects 
to Miss Kelly. The hospital staff of doc- 
tors and surgeons called, and finally a 
host of friends, the reception continuing 
all day. 

“Everybody left a present for the sweet- 
faced invalid, and Father Brennan, the 
aged confessor of St. Francis’s Hospital, 
was master of ceremonies. Miss Kelly 
when a baby fell on the floor. She was 
stricken with paralysis of the limbs, and 
has been a bedridden invalid ever since.

“PARADE FOR ST. ROCCO. ~ 


Italian District Gayly Decorated—Mon- 
ster Shrine in Street. 


Pounds and pounds of huge wax candles 
and gunpowder were burned yesterday in 
the second day’s celebration of the annual 
festival of St. Rocco by various Italian re- 
ligious societies of the lower part of the 
city. The celebration culminated in a great 
parade, in which several thousand members 
of these societies, in their gayest uniforms 
and holiday attire, and carrying banners 
and emblems of the saint, marched through 
Mott, Baxter, and the other streets in the 
vicinity. 

Special services in honor of the saint were 
held in all of the Catholic churches in the 


Italian colony, particularly in the old St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral and in the Church of 
Our Lady of Loretto. The biggest shrine 
of all was at 272 Mott Street. This shrine’ 
was as high as the third story of the build- 
ing back of it. It bore sacred emblems 
and pictures, and a life-size figure of St. 
Rocco, and was covered with flowers and 
offerings. 


GERMANS ROUT HEREROS. 


Six of the Kaiser’s Officers, Including 
Count von Arnim, Killed. 


BERLIN, Aug. 16.—Four columns of 
German troops attacked the Hereros near 
Hamakari, German Southwest Africa, on 
the night of Aug. 11. The fight continued 
all day Aug. 12. The natives were defeated -

Six German offieers, including Count 
von Arnim, and nineteen men were killed.

GUESSERS NOW PICK 
GEN. HORACE PORTER 


Republicans Think That He Is 
Odell’s Choice for Governor. 


REGARD ROOT AS OUT OF IT 


Porter’s Name Drawn Out by a Jet— 
Gen. Grant, Hendricks, and Sher- 
man Also Mentioned. 


Positive information that Gov. Odell 
“iiffered with Senator Platt as to the prob- 
ability of Elihu Root’s nomination for 
Governor, and had a “dark horse’’ whom 
he intended to bring out at the psycholog- 
ical moment, led to general speculation in 
Republican circles yesterday. All Repub- 
lican workers were exceedingly anxious to 
ascertain who Gov. Odell’s favorite was. 
As the Governor remained in Newburg 
yesterday and last night they were unable 
to get enlightenment from him. 

William Halpin, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Republican County 
Committee, who is supposed to enjoy the 
Governor’s confidence in political matters 
to a greater extent than any member of 
his ‘political cabinet, was not disposed to 
impart information, but his replies to the 
questions of the curious were of a charac- 
ter to confirm, if confirmation had been 
needed, the notion that Mr. Root was de- 
finitely out of the running, and that some 
new man, not heretofore seriously consid- 
ered, was to be brought forward, 

The ‘‘ best guess” of the politicians who 
gathered at the Fifth Avenue yesterday 
was that the man whom Gov. Odell has in 
reserve is Gen. Horace Porter, the Ameri- 
can Ambassador to France. It was re- 
called that Gov. Odell on his visit abroad 
this Summer called upon Gen. Porter and 
spent several days with him in Paris. 

Last night a well-known Republican poli- 
tician, after essaying in vain to obtain some 
information as to the identity of the Gov- 
ernors candidate from Mr. Halpin, sub- 
mitted to him a list of sixteen of the men 
who have been most prominently men- 
tioned in connection with the Gubernatorial 
nomination, and offered to wager him a 
silk hat that the name of the nominee was 
not on the list. The list contained the fol- 
lowing names: Elihu Root, Frank Wayland 
Higgins, Timothy L. Woodruff, Nevada 
N. Stranahan, ex-Gov. Black, Senator 
Chauncey M. Depew, Gov. B. B. Odell, 
Speaker Nixon, ex-Mayor Schieren, Senator 
Malby, Hamilton Fish, Mayor Andruss of 
Yonkers, Mayor Knight of Buffalo, Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss, Congressman Ward, and 
Anson G. McCook. Mr. Halpin refused to 
take the bet. The man who offered to 
make the wager felt absolutely certain 
that Gov. Odell’s “‘ dark horse” was Gen. 
Porter, and it was upon that theory that 
he offered to make the wager. Mr. Halpin’s 
refusal to take the bet convinced the poli- 
tician in question that his theory was 
right, and he last night offered to bet 
money that Gen. Porter would be the nomi- 
nee, 

Wilbur F. Wakeman, the Secretary of the 
American Protective Tariff League, said 
last night that he believed Gen. Porter 
would be the Republican nominee, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that he would be a 


strong candidate. 
“Of course, I would vote for Mr. Root 


ff he were nominated,” said Mr. Wake- 
man, “but I would dislike to do so very 
much on account of the position Mr. Root 
has taken with regard to protection.” 

Other new names which were suggested 
fast night in connection with the Guberna- 
torial nomination were: Gen. Frederick D, 
Grant, Francis Hendricks of Syracuse, 
Congressman James S. Sherman, and Will- 
fam Barnes, Jr. 

Coliector of the Port Nevada N. Strana- 
han and Assistant Treasurer Hamilton 
Fish, both of whom have been much talked 
of as Gubernatorial timber, were callers 
poaesey at both the National Republican 

eadquarters and the headquarters of the 
County Committee. When Collector Strana- 
han was questioned with respect to the 
Gubernato nomination, he said: 

“In that portion of the up-State where [ 
am acquainted the sentiment of the people 
is strong for the nomination of Elihu Root. 
I have seen Mr. Root’s letter of declination 
to become a candidate, and I must say 
that he expressed himself clearly and firm- 
ly. Nevertheless, I am of the opinion that 
only Mr. Root himself can stop his nomina- 
tion. The sentiment for him is in the homes 
of the humble Republicans whose views are 
not inspired by leaders, and y experience 
has taught me to believe that when you 
find that sort of a sentiment it is wise to 
fall in line with it. 

“TIT have talked with Mr. Root about the 
prospect of his nomination, and I know 
that he is sincere in not desiring the honor. 
The disposition up-State, however, seems 
to be to give him the refusal of it.’ 

Speakin of the suggestion of his own 
name, Collector Stranahan said that he was 
not a candidate, and hoped that his friends 
would not press his name. Mr. Fish spoke 
in the same strain with respect to the force 
of the Root sentiment up-State. He said 
he thought Mr. Root ought to be the can- 
didate. Most of the Republican leaders re- 
gard Root’s refusal as final.

Abandons Trip to Davis Notifica- 
tion and Attends Conference. 


NOT ALARMED AT SITUATION 


Will Dispute Republicans’ Claims in No- 
vember—Won’t Make Any Personal 
Attacks of Republican Sort. 


So active did affairs become at the Demo- 
cratic National Committee headquarters 
yesterday that Chairman Thomas Taggart 
was unable to leave the city last night for 
White Sulphur Springs to attend the no- 
tification to-day of ex-Senator Davis as the 
party’s Vice Presidential candidate.

After the meeting all 
of the four declined to say exactly what 
occurred, 

“Just say that we went over campaign 
matters in detail,” said Chairman Taggart,

ginia. 

“From now on Mr. Belmont will be at 
the National headquarters every day. He 
has arranged his business affairs so that 
this will be possible, and he will occupy @ 
front office here, right next to Vice Chair- 
man Nicoll. He has practically given up 
his business for the time being to aid in 
electing the Parker and Davis ticket.” 

The attention of Mr. Taggart was called 
to the claims of the Republican managers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The Postmas- 
ter General will carry away with him on 
his Summer vacation a new problem in 
postal administration. Postmaster McKay 


of Des Moines has asked the department if” 


he can appoint women as mail carriers. 
The request of the Des Moines Postmaster 
was referred to Fourth Assistant Bristow 
to ponder upon, but that astute official 
went off on a month's fishing trip before 
the matter could be taken up seriously. 

There is nothing in the law to prevent 
the appointment of women as letter car- 
riers, but there are regulations in the ex- 
aminations of carriers before the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission that might exclude them. 
One of the tests of physical fitness for the 
duties might cause a woman applicant to 
hesitate before undertaking to get a place. 
Candidates are asked to hop twelve paces 
on one foot and then the heart’s action is 
registered. In some of the physical tests 
the applicant is required to capable of 
passing through an opening 9 by 15 inches. 

The regulations abound in allusions to the 
uniform which carriers must wear, and no 
woman could be permitted to deliver mail 
who would not wear the uniform which is 
the badge of Uncle Sam’s faithful postal 
servants. The uniform must be made of 
cadet gray and consist of jacket and trou- 
sers.

WILL A MULE KICK? 


Ask Bentley, Marooned Manhattan Cop, 
Who Is Sore in Two Places. 


Policeman John Bentley of the Eighty- 
first Precinct, Port Richmond, has two 
sore spots at the present time.

Out To-Day 


PROSPEROUS CHINESE 
ARRESTED FOR VOTING 


Federal Authorities Say They Were 
Illegally Naturalized. 


OTHERS MAY FACE CHARGES 


“Mayor of Chinatown,” Tom Lee, One 
Prisoner—Other. Two in Busi- 
ness in This City. 


Three prosperous Chinamen, who have 
lived in this city for many years, were 
arrested yesterday and arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Shields in the 
Federal Building, charged with having 
voted at elections here although they were 
not legally entitled to vote, according to 
the naturalization laws which bar Chinese 
from citizenship privileges. 

The three prisoners were Tom Lee of 18 
Mott Street, who is better known as the 
‘Mayor of Chinatown”; William A. Hang, 
a cigar manufacturer, of 500 Pearl Street, 
and Charles Foon Foos, a merchant, of 34 
Mott Street. They waived examination, and 
were held in $500 bail each for the next 
term of the United States Circuit Court. 
In each case bail was furnished and the 
men were released. 

Assistant United States District Attor- 
neys Marx and Houghton, who have charge 
of the prosecution of naturalization frauds, 
declared that they knew of a number of 
other Chinamen who possessed alleged citi- 
zenship papers, and that these would be 
arrested as soon as the Federal authorities 
could gather them in. 

In addition to laws passed in 1870 forbid- 
ding the further naturalization of China- 
men, more explicit statutes were passed in 
1882, Messrs. Marx and Houghton pro- 
ceeded against the three accused Chinamen 
on the authority of these stringent laws. 
Lee obtained his citizenship papers, it is 
alleged, in the Criminal Courts of St. Louis 
in 1876. Since his residence in New York 
the “Mayor of Chinatown” has taken 
quite an interest in politics, and has voted 
at every election, usually supporting the 
Democrats. In 1894 he was appointed a 
Deputy Sheriff, his commission bearing the 
signature of Under Sheriff John B. Sexton. 
The specific charge against Lee is that he 
registered to vote for an Assemblyman on 
Oct. 10, 1903. 

William A. Hang also is in possession of 
a full certificate of naturalization, granted 
him by the County Court of Richmond, 
Ind., on Oct, 6, 1892. He is sixty-five years 
old, and came to this country forty-eight 
years ago. He greatly resembles Li Hung 
Chang. Charles Foon Foss got his citizen- 
ship papers from the Court of Common 
Pleas of Passaic County, N. J., on March 
24, 1890. 

Each of the Chinamen asserted that he 


had received assurances that he had a right 
to naturalization papers. They all assert 
that at the time no objection was made to 
their Chinese birth, and that they had 
never been barred from any voting place 
at any time. The men did not seem at all 
perturbed over their arrest, and expressed 
the opinion that they would not be pun- 
ished very severely. 


New Place for Rear Admiral Converse. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—At its meeting 
to-day the Board of Construction elected 
Rear Admiral George A. Converse Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation and President of 
the board, the Secretary of the Navy hay- 


ing recently directed that he become an 
additional memeber of the board. 


THE WEATHER 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—During Tuesday a 
barometric depression of slight intensity 
moved eastward over the southern lake region 
attended by showers from the upper Ohio 
Valley over the Middle A@lantic and New Eng- 
land States.

GEORGE E. LOUNSBURY DEAD. 


Was Twice Governor of Connecticut, 
Though Born in New York State. 


RIDGEFIELD, Conn., Aug. 16.—George 
E. Lounsbury, who was Governor of Con- 
necticut in 1899 and 1900 and who for many 
years was one of the most distinguished 
men in this State, died at his home in 
Farmingville to-day. 


George E. Lounsbury, statesman and 
manufacturer, was a native of this State, 
having been born at Pound Ridge, West- 
chester County, in 1838 in humble circum- 
stances. His father, Nathan, was a shoe- 
maker. When an infant the family moved 
to Ridgefield, Conn., and “Old G. E.,” as 
he was called, made the homestead his 
home until his death. The father in 1875 
was elected a member of the Connecticut 
Legislature, and another son, Phineas C., 
Governor of the State in 1887. George was 
graduated at Yale in 1863, and from the 
Berkeley Divinity School in 1866. He had 
for a year charge of the parishes of Gar- 
field and Thompsonville when larnyxal 
trouble compelled him to enter upon a busi- 
ness career. He and his brother Phineas 
founded in 1867 the shoe plant which is now 
carried on under the style of Lounsbury, 
Mathewson & Son at South Norwalk. 

He married Frances Josephine Whedon, 
widow of the Rev. John S. Whedon, in 184. 
He was elected Senator in the Twelfth Dis- 
trict in 1894 and 1896, the last occasion run- 
ning ahead of the McKinley Electors in his 
district. In 1898 the Republican majority 
of 16,000 in Connecticut swept him into of- 
fice as Governor. His administration was 
pomaes, and since his retirement he had 

ved quietly at his home at Farmingville. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


John H. Kinkead. 


CARSON CITY, Aug. 16.—Ex-Gov. John 
H. Kinkead of Nevada died here yesterday. 
John Henry Kinkead had the distinction of 
having been the first United States official 
to hold an office in Alaska. He went there 
with the Government expedition under Col. 
J. C. Davis in 1867 and was appointed a 
Postmaster by President Andrew Johnson. 
Nearly twenty years later he went again to 
Alaska and became the first Territorial 
Governor. His term lasted two years, 1884 
and 1885. Most of his life was spent in Ne- 
vada, and for the last half century his life 
is closely linked to the history of that 
State. In 1879 he was elected Governor. 
Among his many public monuments is 
Washoe City, which he founded many years 
ago. He was born at Smithfield, Penn., 
seventy-elght years ago.

WEST ORANGE, Aug. 16.—Mrs. Susan 
Magoun Delano, wife of Eugene Delano, 
the New York banker, died at her home 
here yesterday after a brief illness.

Mrs. De- 
lano was a member of the Presbyterian 
Women’s Board of Foreign Missions, and 
was noted for her charitable and benevo- 
lent works and her interest in mission 
work.

PERRY_HANNAH, one of the wealthiest 
men in Northern Michigan, and a_pioneer 
lumberman, died at his home in Traverse 
City, Mich., yesterday. Mr. Hannah, who 
was known as the father of Traverse City, 
made a number of gifts to the city, among 
them being a church site and the site for a 
Carnegie Siprary. He was born in Erie 
County, Penn., in 1824. 

Hgenry Foerster, fer nearly forty years 
engaged in the tool manufacturing busi- 
ness, is dead at his home, 283 Broome 
Street, Newark, N. J., aged sixty-nine 
years. He came to this country from Ger- 
many in 1849, gnd settled in Newark, where 
he became connected with the firm of Hen- 
shel-Krautter Company.

FORGAVE 62-YEAR-OLD “BOY.” 


Mother Who Supported Son at 93, 
Wouldn’t Press Assault Charge. 


Mrs. Annie O’Neill, ninety-three years 
old, went to the Essex Market Court yes- 
terday morning to appear against her, sixty- 
two-year-old ‘“‘boy’’ Patrick, who had 
beaten her because she had refused to give 
him money to buy drink. Before the case 
was called, however, her mother’s heartgrew 
tender, and when she was called to the 
stand she was not to be found. 

Magistrate Cornell was not disposed to 
show any mercy to 240-pound Patrick, de- 
spite the mother’s forgiveness. When he 
was arraigned the Magistrate asked for 
Mrs, O’Neill. ‘‘ She isn’t here,’ said Sergt. . 
Ivory. ‘‘She’s skipped because she didn’t 
want to help punish her ‘ child.’” 

Patrick hung his head and sobbed soft- 
iy, his 6 feet 2 inches of bone and brawn 
quivering with elephantine emotion. 

“‘T think you are a very bad boy,” said 
Magistrate Cornell, ‘‘and just because your 
ma wants to let you off, I don’t. I will 
hold you under $500 bail for examination 
to-morrow. You have been living for years 
on the earnings of your mother, whose mis- 
taken kindness you have returned by bru- 
tally striking her. I shall issue a sub- 
poena for your mamma, and if she can be 
found:-I shall see that you get a good 


spanking.”’ 
Patrick blubbered as he was led back to 


the prison. 

Before Magistrate Cornell ascended the 
bench Mrs. O’Neill attracted much atten- 
tion. Despite her advanced years and the 
severe beating she had received from her 
son she was chipper as a young girl of 
fifty when she put in an appearance, and 
readily agreed to pose for several photo- 
graphers. She put herself on record as to 
refusing to prosecute before her son was 
brought from prison. 

“I think, on the whole, I will change 
my mind,” she said, ‘‘and not appear 
against the lad. Sure, he has his faults, 


but all boys has. Boys ain’t responsible. 
Whin he gits older he’ll know better. 
have supported my boy for forty years by 
scrubbing, and, God knows, he_ drinks 
rum, but when he gits older he'll know 
better.”’

Stocks React; Call Money Easy, 
7-8 to 1 Per Cent. 


Advance in Wheat and Fresh Rumors 
of Cuts in Steel Prices Bring 
About General Reaction. 


On a considerably reduced volume of 
trading the stock market yesterday sold 
off rather sharply after having advanced 
in some cases to the highest prices re- 
corded on the present movement and 
closed well below the final prices of 
Monday. In the early trading the support 
given the market, while somewhat irreg- 
ularly distributed, was sufficient to off- 
@et rather heavy sales for the long ac- 
count, and it was not until profit-taking 
sales were reinforced by selling induced 
by fresh advances in the wheat market 
that prices yielded to any considerable 
extent. A reaction was thought due after 
fn uninterrupted advance extending over 
@ week and traders very generally were 
inclined to take the short side for a 
turn. Neither their selling, however, nor 
that which represented profit-taking was 
effective until outside developments 
checked the buying movement, which 
until then had been effective in uphold- 
ing prices. To the further reports of 
damage to wheat by rust and to the re- 
ports that corn was suffering from lack 
w0f rain, the latter partly confirmed by 
the weekly crop bulletin issued by the 
jWeather Bureau, were added rumors 
that the cutting of prices on a large 
scale in the steel trade, which was ru- 
mored last week, again seemed immi- 
ment. The latter influence was naturally 
most effective on the price of Steel pre- 
ferred, but disturbance in this quarter 
was not calculated to stimulate trading 
fn other parts of the list, and the decline 
in Steel had doubtless considerable effect 
upon sentiment. 

The weekly crop report contained about 
“1s much good as bad, and although the 
Jack of rain in the corn belt was dis- 
quieting it was tempered by the,sugges- 
tion that matters had not gone so far 
that rain would not correct any damage 
that had been done up to this time. That 
the grain market did not take too serious 
a view of the damage to corn was indi- 
«ated by the decline in that cereal de- 


spite the resumption of the advance in 
wheat, which carried that staple to new 
high prices for the season. 

Prices in the stock market did not re- 
cover from the low prices of the day as 
well as might have been wished, but ap- 
parently this was at least in part due to 
the short selling, which, however effect- 
ive for the time being in depresé#ing 
prices, will serve to strengthen the mar- 
ket’s technical position. The market had 
been advancing steadily for many days, 
and yesterday’s decline does not necessa- 
rily mean that the upward movement is 
pver.

Courts May Be Congested with 
Customs Litigation. 


Treasury Department Withdraws Its 
Acquiescence in Artificial Pearl De- 
cision—Rule for Importers. 


. 


, The courts are likely to be congested with 
customs litigation because of the order 
issued last week by the Treasury Depart- 
ment to make a new case on the custom 
classification of artificial pearls. 

The department, when the Dingley law 
went into effect, held that pearls were not 
precious stones, and were not entitled to 
the low duty of 10 per cent. as precious 
stones. It was beaten on this issue in the 
courts, and the Board of General Apprais- 
ers then ruled that imitation "pearls were, 
by analogy, dutiable as imitation precious 
stones at 20 per cent., instead of at 45 per 
cent. as manufactures of paste, as claimed 
by the Treasury Department. The issue 
waz carried to the Circuit Court and de- 
cided last Spring in favor of the importers. 
The department acquiesced in the decision 
and the importers moved for a decision of 
600 other cases covered by this decision, by 
the Board of General Appraisers. The de- 
partment last week announced that its 
acquiescence in the Circuit Court decision 
had been given through inadvertence and 
directed that a new case be made and car- 
ried to the courts at once. 

Gen. T. 8. Sharretts, however, announced 
yesterday that he would decide the 600 
suspended cases in favor of the importers 
in accordance with the court decision. It 
will be necessary for the department, there- 
fore, to withhold the refunds to which the 
importers will be entitled under Gen. Shar- 
retts’s decision and appeal each case to the 
courts, 


SLATE COMBINATION FORMED. 


New York and Vermont Producers 
Agree to Limit Production. 


MANCHESTER, Vt., Aug. 16.—Several of 
the leading slate-producing firms in this 
section of Vermont and Northern New 
York have entered into a combination which 
embraces ten of the leading firms and sev- 
eral smaller concerns.

NEW SUSPECT HELD 
IN KIDNAPPING GASE 


Police Think He Knows Something 
of the Plot. 


CAUGHT AT LADUCA’S HOUSE 


Is Relative of Barrel Murder Suspect’s 
Wife—Many False Clueg.to Tony 
Mannino’s Whereabouts. 


Detectives from the Amity Street Station, 
in Brooklyn, last night nabbed another s 
pect in connection with the kidnapping of 
Antonio Mannino, the Italian contractor’s 
little son. The prisoner is Salvatore Alta- 
donna, twenty-six years old, of 360 Hudson 
Avenue, Brooklyn. 

Altadonna is a cousin of Mrs. Laduca, 
wife of the barrel murder suspect, who the 
police believe is the ringleader of the 
blackmailing gang that kidnapped the Man- 
nino boy. He was a lodger at Laduca’s 
home, and disappeared about the time that 
Laduca did, shortly after the boy was kid- 
napped. 

Last night, after dark, he tried to sneak 
into the house. Detectives Corao and Mailli, 
who were keeping the tenement under sur- 
veillance, discovered him. ‘They put the 
handcuffs on him only after.a rough-and- 
tumble fight. 

The detectives declined to aesess the 
arrest of Altadonna. He is entered on the 
blotter as a “suspicious person.” 

Although a week had passed yesterday 
since the boy was lured away from his 
home, the police seemed little nearer a dis- 
covery of his whereabouts or the apprehen- 
Sion of the chief kidnapper than they were 
Several days ago. Capt. Rooney confessed 
last night that it looked to him as if the 
kidnapping of the Mannino boy would go 
down as “unsolved” in police annals with 
that of Charlie Ross. 

There has been no relaxation in the efforts 
of the police to find the missing boy. On 
the contrary, a number of detectives from 
the Manhattan and Brooklyn Central 
Offices were put on the case yesterday. 
The police are fully alive to the fact that 
the kidnappers are as desperate a set of 
criminals as they ever had to deal with, 
and that unless speedily captured they may 
do away with the boy, now that they have 
abandoned hope of getting the ransom, 

The police went to work on a number of 
new clues yesterday. One of these, which 
led to New Jersey, looked so promising 
that Detective Sergeant Petrosino of Capt. 
McClusky’s staff, who went in pursuit of 
it, announced that he would have Vita 
Laducca under arrest and the boy started 
for his parents’ home within a few hours. 

The clue was worked out and proved use- 
The detectives had heard that the 
kidnapped boy was being held in New Or- 
ange, an Italian settlement in Union Coun- 
ty, N. J. The boy there, however, was Car- 
mine Roga, an Italian laborer, and whe 
had never been kidnapped. 

Another clue of much the same sort came 
from Newburg. Again it was a case of 
mistaken identity. 

Inspector Wiegand of the Brooklyn 
Central Office yesterday received a letter, 
in which it was said that Laduca had been 
seen at 73 Furman Street, Brooklyn, on 
Sunday night, and that the boy might be 
kept a prisoner in that house. The house 
Was one full of queer halls and dark cor- 
ners, but the police say that they got no 
clue there. 

The police believe that Antonio Rossi, as 
he calls himself, or Antonio Fusco, as the 
police call him, who was arrested in West 
New York on Sunday, may have had some- 
ihing to do with the kidnapping of the 
Mannino boy. Fusco went to West New 
York only a few days ago, at about the time 
Tony Mannino was kidnapped. Upon his 
arrival there he borrowed 50 cents for the 
purpose of having his trunk expressed, on 
the plea that he had no money, although he 
carried a ticket for Italy in his pocket 
when he was arrested. He was to have 
sailed yesterday. Galiti, another of the sus- 
pects arrested, had a ticket for the same 
steamer. 

Detective Sergeant Vachris had a talk 
with Fusco in the Hudson County Jail, 
where he is awaiting extradition to Brook- 
lyn, where he is wanted in connection with 
an Italian murder committed eighteen 
Fusco refused to tell Vachris 
anything about himself or where he had 
been before he went to West New York. 

At the Mannino home last night it was 
said that no letters had been received from 
the kidnappers yesterday. Mrs. Mannino, 
the boy’s mother, was said to have aban- 
doned al] hope of ever seeing the boy 
again. The father and his partner, Sigretto, 
sti'l are keeping up their search, but now 
are taking the police less into their confi- 
dence than ever before.

Max Sass, living at 365 Broome Street, 
who has a large trunk stvdre at 369 Broome 
Street, received a letter yesterday after- 
noon which was signed with a drawing 
resembling a hand. Across it was written 
“Don’t forget.”’ In the letter was a de- 
mand for $900 and a threat that if the 
money was not paid he would be killed. 

The letter was written in a rough hand, 
and many of the words were misspelled. 
There was mention of the Weisbard murder 
three years ago,’ and it was stated that 
Sass sold the trunk in which the body of 
Weisbard was found.

“BLACK HAND” FOILED. 


Tailor Pulise Disregards Threat—Crowd 
at Bronx Corner. 


Nearly 500 persons gathered at Third and 
Tremont Avenues in the Bronx at 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon to see what the 
‘Black Hand "’ would do to Santi J. Pulise, 
a tailor of 34 West Thirty-fourth Street, for 
refusing to pay its agents $200. He had 
received a letter telling him to go to the 
Bronx and pay the $200 to a man who would 
tap him thrice on the shoulder. 

Pulise did not go. An the crowd, however, 
was ‘“ Billy’”’ Maynard, a pugilist, who is 
also a practical joker. He tapped an Italian 
who happened by and said: 

‘Give me the $200.” 

A fight nearly followed, but Maynard at 


last explained that it was all a joke. Then 
the crowd dwindled away. 


CAPTAIN MAKES GAMBLERS PAY 


Professionals Give Up Proceeds of Ses 
sion on Kronprinz Wilhelm. 


Capt. Richter of the steamship Kronprinz 
Wilhelm of the North German Lloyd, which 
arrived in port yesterday, performed the 
feat of compelling two men who were 
charged by one of the passengers with 
being common gamblers, to return $280 
which they had won in smoking-room poker 
games. No force was mgecessary to make 
the men give back their winnings, and, 
although they both firmly maintained that 
they were not professionals, their presence 
aboard was enough to discourage card 
playing during the latter half of the voy- 
age. 

According to the story of one of the pas- 
sengers who said he saw the row, the two 
accused men, who say that they are New 
Yorkers; their victim, a prominent Provi- 
dence merchant, and a jockey named Jen- 
kins sat in a game tue day --e vessel left 
Cherbourg. They played almost without 
any intermission for the next twenty-four 
hours, during which time the jockey put up 
checks, to the protest of the victim, but to 
the evident satisfaction of the other two. 

The game had been over for about an 
hour. when the Providence man went to the 
Captain and told him that the two New 
Yorkers were common gamblers and that 
he had been swindled. He wanted his 
money back. Capt. Richter thought the 
matter over and then went and told the 
pair that they had better give back what 


they won. Both protested, until the Cap- 
tain told them that they would be far more 
comfortable on the rest of the voyage if 
they gave up. The money was then re- 
turned and the matter satisfactorily settled. 
The Kronprinz Wilhelm brought many 
well-known people, among whom were the 
Baroness von Ketteler, the wife of “the 
German Minister to China, who was mur- 
dered during the Boxer uprising. The 
Baroness was Maude Cass Ledyard of De- 
troit, to which city she is now going to visit 
her relatives. At the request of the Ger- 
man Emperor, she makes her residence at 
the Royal Palace, in Berlin, and travels 
with the Court. Other passengers were 
Kyrle Bellew, Mrs. Marcus Daly, Frank 
Munsey, and Prof. Julius Weisner. 


PINKERTON WAS STABBED. 


Barmaid Arrested in Con#ection with 
Staten Island Slaying. 


The death of William Pinkerton in the 
saloon of William B. Dowling, at Carey 
Avenue and Coiumbia Street, West Bright- 
on, was complicated yesterday by the dis- 
covery during the autopsy by Dr. George 
Mord, that, instead of dying from a fract- 
ured skull, as was supposed, Pinkerton had 
been twice stabbed in the heart with a pen- 
knife. | 

On hearing of the stab wounds Coroner 
Schaeffer at once notified Capt. Hogan of 
the Ejighty-first Precinct, who arrested 
Mary De Karagi, Dowling’s housekeeper 
since he separated from his wife. She 
also acted as barmaid in his saloon when 
her employer was absent. Dowling from 
the start admitted that he hit Pinkerton 
on the head with a piece of lead pipe, but 
he kept insisting that it was only a tap 
and not hard enough to do any serjous 
harm. There are various stories afloat as 
to the occurrences in the saloon, and many 


things are stated as facts in the neighbor- 
hood for which there is no proof. 

Pinkerton was interested in the American 
Handkerchief Works in the neighborhood. 
He and Dowling had been close friends for 
about five years. Mrs. Pinkerton has been 
in the North of Ireland for eight or nine 
months, and during her,absence her hus- 
band and Dewling have been in each other’s 
company almost constantly. 

Monday evening they were not together. 
Dowling had been drinking. He quarreled 
with Mary De Karagi, the barmaid. Dow- 
ling entered while they were quarreling. 
The woman claimed Pinkerton had insulted 
a. ae men fought and Pinkerton was 

illed. 


POLICEMAN SAVES CHILDREN. 


Edward J. Keating Adds to Record of 
Rescuing Drowning. 


Policeman Edward J. Keating of the As- 
toria Station yesterday afternoon plunged 
into the East River at the foot of Mill 
Street, Long Island City, in his full uni- 
form, and rescued two little girls from 
drowning. 

Mary Gernio, nine years old, of 5 Fulton 
Avenue, Astoria, and her playmate, Eliza- 
beth Nyland, of the same age, who lives 
at 7 Fulton Avenue, went down on the Mill 
Street dock to play. They fell into the 
water together. Policeman Keating heard 


the cries of the children. He did not wait 
to throw off his coat, but leaped overboard 
as he was. Reaching the little ones, Keat- 
ing fought against the strong tide and 
brought them ashore, where he was cheered 
by many who had seen the rescue.

MURDERED BY THIEVES, 
THROWN INTO GREEK 


Stephen J. McCarthy’s Body Found 
in the Spuyten Duyvil. 


PUBLIC STORES WEIGHER 


Policeman First Thought Body Was One 
of Their Number—Coroner 
Investigates. 


The body of Stephen J. McCarthy, fifty- 
four years old, a bachelor, and a weigher 
in the Public Stores at Christopher Street, 
whose home was at 1,669 Amsterdam Ave- 
nue, was found on Monday afternoon in the 
water of Spuyten Duyvil Creek in front of 
Johnson’s foundry. It was thrown there, 
according to the theory of Coroner O’Gor- 
man, afterMr.McCarthy had been murdered. 
The police of the King’s Bridge Station be- 
Heve that members of certain gangs are re- 
sponsible for McCarthy’s death, and detect- 
ives have been put to work on this theory. 

During the past éight Summers McCarthy 
had been the caretaker for Julius Caryl at 
the latter’s residence, between Van Cort- 
land and Caryl] stations on the Putnam Di- 
vision of the New York Central Railroad. 
The family is now in the country. He left 
his home on Amsterdam Avenue Saturday 
afternoon to go to the Caryl place. His 
body was found floating Monday after- 
noon beside the pier. It was removed to 
the police station, where Coroner O’Gorman 
viewed it. The right temple had been 
crushed by a blow with a blunt instru- 
ment, while there were long, deep cuts on 
the left side of the chin, behind the right 
ear and above the eyes. 

McCarthy carried a costly gold watch 
and wore gold studs and buttons in his 
shirt. He also usually carried a large sum 
of money. When his body was found his 
valuables were gone. It is the belief of the 
police that McCarthy reached the Caryl 
house, and that to return to his own home 
he rode on a Broadway car as far 
as Spuyten Duyvil, and that in order to 
reach his own home he started to walk 
to Amsterdam Avenue. They do not be- 
lieve that he was murered at the point at 
which the body was found, but that ‘after 
he had been killed his body was carried to 
that place and thrown into the water. 

When the body was taken into tne King’s 
Bridge Station the policemen were lined up 
on the floor, awaiting the order to go out 
on post, The men thought they recognized 
it as that of Patrick J. Carroll, one of the 
patrcolmen connected with the station. He 
had been away on sick leave for some time. 
A policeman was sent to Carroll’s home to 
teil the family of thé finding of the body. 
Carroll opened the door.

PREDICTS SPEEDY END 
FOR PACKERS’ STRIKE 


Firemen’s’ Union Official Brirgs 
Report from Chicago. 


LOCAL PLANTS RUSK WORK 


Have Non-Union Men in Plenty—Strike 
Breaker Seriously Hurt on Leav- 
ing Abattoir. 


The second week of the strike of the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen against the trust concerns began 
yesterday in conditions of comparative 
order on the part of the strikers and great 
activity by the packers. The employers 
went so far.as to declare that the local 
strike was broken, as operations had re- 
turned to the normal, and they had all-the 


workmen they needed in every branch of 


their business. 

A mass meeting of the strikers was held 
at Turtle Bay Hall, 869 Second Avenue 
last night. Thomas W. Morton of Chicago, 
a member of the Executive Board of Fire- 
men’s Union, who was one of the signers 
of the original agreement, which was for 
the strikers to return to work, was pres- 
ent, and predicted confidently that the 
strike would be settled within five days. 
There was a rumor among the men that 
the strike will be settled within thirty-six 
hours, but this could not be confirmed. 

At the First Avenue abattoirs, kosher 
killing was continued from Monday, and 
about 800 dealers in beef killed in orthodox 
fashion had their orders filled. The demand 
was extraordinary because—apart from 
Aug. 8&—no kosher meat was killed last 
~~ and consumption of such beef must 

e within seventy-two hours of butchering. 
4 the United Dressed Beef Company’s 
plant, about 350 beeves were slaughtered, 
and the forequarters were barely chilled 
before they were delivered to Hebrew mid- 
dlemen and retailers, All departments in 
the establishment were running as before 
the strike. 

Like conditions were reported at Schwarz- 
schild & Sulzberger’s. At both places it 
was asserted that there is no reason for 
dear beef. The supply is bountiful, the 
wholesale price is down half a-cent a 
pound, and the outlook for the output is 
of plenty rather than of restriction. The 
packers say that some of the new hands do 
better work than the strikers. 

The only violence of the day was an as- 
sault upon Joseph Patiene, twenty-five 
years old, of 344 East Forntieth Street, em- 
ployed in the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger 
Company’s plant as a non-union man. Pa- 
tiene was returning to his home from the 
plant, when he was set upon by several 
men. He ran from them, but one of the 
men caught him and struck him on the 
head with a curved shovel. The sides of 
the shovel made deep scalp wounds on 
each side of his head. Patiene was taken 
to Bellevue. 

Capt. Lantry had eighty men detailed on 
duty in the slaughter-house district again 
last night. He also had eight bicycle po- 
licemen, whom he said he intended to 


send out with the wagons when they went 
to deliver meat to customers. 

The striking employes of Schwarzschild & 
Sulzberger were paid off at a smithy at 809 
First Avenue, and they disappeared. At 
the Amalgamated’s headquarters, in First 
Avenue, matters were dull, but there were 
several lively meetings at Turtle Bay Hall, 
in Second Avenue. The association sent 
last evening a telegram to Secretary Met- 
ealf of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor ‘calling attention to a rumor that 
thirty English butchers would arrive in this 
port to work at the trust abattoirs. The 
packers would not discuss the subject. 


CAN’T SETTLE BEEF STRIKE. 


Mayor Harrison Abandons Effort to 
Bring Packers and Strikers Together. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—Mayor Harrison has 
abandoned his effort to bring about a con- 
ference between the packers and their strik- 
ing workmen, because of the attitude as- 
sumed by both sides to the controversy. 
Both the packers and the strikers declared 
that they had nothing to confer about. 

The packers at a meeting held last night 
in Swift & Co.’s offices appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of Edward Tilden, Thom- 
as E. Wilson, and Thomas E. Connors to 
represent them at the conference, but to- 
day an official of one of the big companies 
declargii there was ‘“‘ nothing on the earth 
the Mayor could do”’ to bring about a set- 
tlement. The stfike leaders were equally 
antagonistic. President Donnelly declared 
ne did not expect to be present at the time 
the conference was to meet, because at 
the hour named he had to address the 
Hog Butchers’ Union. 

Without waiting for the time set, the 
packers sent a committee to Mayor Har- 
rison and informed him it would do no good 
to arrange a joint conference with the 
strike leaders. The committee contended 
that the packers had already won the 
strike, and had no reason to meet the strik- 
ers. The told the Mayar that he should 
consider that they -controlled Chicago's 
greatest indnstry, and had such vast inter- 
ests at stake that they could not be dom- 
inated by their employes; that they wanted 
to be fair; that prices of meat had not been 
raised and would not be raised because of 
the strike, and that they could not accept 
anybody's intervention. 

The Mayor is reported to have said in re- 
ply that he was satisfied his good offices 
were useless, and that he would make no 


further effort to bring about a_ meeting 
between the packers and the strikers. 

In response to a request from the City 
Building Department and Health Commis- 
sioner Reynolds, the heads of the various 
packin companies to-day made affidavits 
that they are not conducting lodgin 
houses, boarding houses, or hotels for their 


men. 


ASSAULT ON ENGINEER.

Man Who Refused to Strike May Die— 
* One Arrest. 


Joseph Brikwell, an engineer of the com- 
pressed air plant of the O’Rourke Construc- 
tion Company at the foot of East Forty- 
second Street, was badiy beaten by three 
men on his way to work yesterday morning. 
He may die as the result of his injuries, 

Brikwell refused to go on strike in sym- 
pathy with men working on the Pennsyl- 
vania tunnel. Brikwell was going down the 
steps at Forty-second Street and First 
Avenue when the three men attacked him. 
He was knocked unconscious. Then the 
three men began to beat and jump upon 
their victim, Policeman Benedict caught 
one mian, who, according to the policeman, 
was one of Brikwell's assailants. 

This man, who said he was.Michael Kelly, 
a beef striker, and had no knowledge of 
the assault, was held in $1,000 bail for 
examination to-morrow in e Yorkville 
Police Court.

Story of Victim of Robbers Who Used
